The Kit 

Ardpol kits now seem to be arriving 
in improved packaging with a full 
colour glossy lid to the box. Inside 
the quality of the resin parts leaps 
out at you. All the main pieces have 
very fine surface detailing where 
applicable and nice sharp trailing 
edges to all the flying surfaces. 
Interior detail is good but I feel there 
should be a bit more included as it 
seems a bit on the bare side. 
However, a beautiful etched set is 
included consisting of all the straps 
and belts for both seats and of course 
the instrument panel. The brass set is 
enclosed in a separate packet, as are 
all the main parts and two vacform 
canopies. 1 feel that the only 
downsides to the kit are the canopy 
parts as they lack a definite line to 
trim to. Also they appear a bit 
squashed and need to be spread out 
entailing dexterous handling and 
care when it comes to cutting out 
and fitting. 

Instructions 

The eight-page instruction booklet 
starts with a brief history of the 
Bocian and some technical details. 
The constructional diagrams are 
quite clear dealing with each stage 
up to the final painting and marking 
application. Painting guides are 
restricted to the main external 
colouring only. This is rather 
disappointing as there is no clue to 
what the interior colours should be! 
An area where Ardpol ought to 
improve the instructions as there are 
not a lot of references to Polish 
gliders and sailplanes, particularly to 
the cockpits, as I found out. The 
internet did reveal a little info with 



arrangement, only too late for me to 
incorporate this in the review model. 
It appears that the front portion, just 
about over halfway, hinges to the 
right while the rear section slides 
back. Also, there appears to be a 
dividing transparent shield that is 
fixed to the hingeing section a bit 
like the Hawk T.l for example. I did 
think about trying this on the model 
but because of the difficulty in 
spreading out the vac-form part I 
left it alone. 

Construction 

Assembling the kit is really quite 
easy and well within the abilities of 
many modellers of varying 
experience. As normal, the cockpit 
is assembled first. The finely cast 
parts fit very well and apart from 
the usual warning when handling 
resin, care is the watchword due to 
the fragile nature of resin, especially 
the joysticks. Joining the fuselage 
halves requires casting lugs to be 
removed and of course, accurate 
lining up before committing to 
superglue if that medium is being 
used. The wings are one-piece 
castings with separate ailerons that 
are very nicely made and can be 
positioned to suit. The same applies 
to the elevators and rudder. The 
subtle effects of the fabric-covered 
areas to the flying surfaces are really 
excellent! A top tip when handling 
the wings is to be very careful with 
the tips* as there are fine fairings 
that protrude past the trailing 
edges. This also applies to the fin 
tip. On the review kit one tip had 



the fairing broken and I had to 
replace it with a piece of plastic 
trimmed to shape. Still with the 
wings, the join to the fuselage is by 
way of a tab and slot very much like 
injection-moulded kits. The join 
well replicates the detachable wings 
of the full size glider for when they 
are stowed in those specially 
designed glider trailers. Overall, the 
fit of the parts is very good. 

1 have already commented on the 
fitting of the transparency and its 
associated problem. The cutting out 
of the canopy does require great care 
and patience to get it right. I was 
somewhat lucky in that I managed to 
do it right first go after a bit of 
careful sanding and trimming. It is a 
pity that Ardpol have not managed 
to form the canopy well when the 
rest of the kit is an absolute gem. 

Colour Options 

There is really only one colour 
scheme for the Bocian (or 'Stork' in 
English) and that is overall white 
with red trim to the wing, tailplane, 
fin and nose tips. The kit instruction 
shows just one registration mark but 
from the decal sheet there are 
enough characters to produce any 
number of registrations. I opted to 
change one digit to finish the model 
as SP-2749. Oh, by the way, I sprayed 
the model first with a white 
undercoat and a couple of light 
topcoats of Glossy Appliance White, 
both by Hal fords 

Decals 

The decal sheet is a Techmod 



product so the quality is good 
considering that it is just a sheet of 
numbers and letters augmented by 
the red trim lines applied to the 
machine. Not a lot on the sheet but 
still worth... 
Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Accuracy 

Apart from the lack of the dividing 
windscreen in the cockpit, the overall 
shape and dimensions of the model 
is pretty much spot on. The 
dimensions given convert to scale 
within a few microns. 

Conclusion/recommendation 

Gliders and sailplanes have not 
featured much at model shows or 
on kit manufacturers* listings and 
so deserve more of an airing. I 
have only made one other l/48th 
glider from Ardpol and found that 
most of the comments made here 
apply to that kit as well. In general, 
it is a kit that is most heartily 
recommended to all modellers 
even if this type of aviation has 
limited appeal. For me, I enjoyed 
building this kit and look forward 
to making more and have already 
scoured a certain UK giant's kit 
catalogue listing to see what other 
gliders are available as it has 
rekindled my interest and 
experiences of gliding with the 
A.T.C. some thirty years ago.

The Kit 

This kit comes packed in a box with 
a lid, although it is a bit squashy, and 
consists of three sprues of light grey 
parts with rather coarse engraved 
panel lines and details, and a set of 
nice clear parts. The decal sheet and 
instruction booklet complete the 
package. The grey plastic used is 
rather soft and this could be the 
reason why the surface detail is not 
very crisp. 

Instructions 

The A4 fold-out sheet is in Italeri's 
usual style. It gives a brief mult i 
lingua] type history, parts plan, eight- 
stage assembly diagrams and colour 
and decal placement diagrams for 
each of the options offered on the 
decal sheet. References to Model 
Master paints are used throughout; 
FS numbers are given so you will be 
able to convert the colours to your 
own favourite brand of paints. 

Construction 

As ever assembly begins with the 
cockpit area which is this case is 
rather large and will be very easily 
visible under the large canopy. I must 
say that Italeri s attempt at this is 
rather poor; decals for instrument 
panels and side consoles are not 
sufficient for a kit of this size and as 
for the ejector seat, it bears very little 
resemblance to the real thing. 1 used 



the kit item for the review sample 
but if I made another I would use an 
Airwaves resin seat and scratchbuild 
the cockpit instruments, a task made 
easier as my son has a poster on his 
bedroom wall of the cockpit area of 
this aircraft that was given out by 
BAe at one of the air shows, so Italeri 
could have done better. 

That is the big complaint out of 
the way, so moving on, the large 
fuselage sides tended to flex so I 
braced the top joint with some strips 
of plastic card and used a spacer to 
spread the fuselage in the wing root 
area to try and close the large gaps 
between the fuselage and the wings 
to cut down on the amount of filler I 
used. The one-piece lower section is 
a good idea as it cuts down on the 
number of long joints that would 
otherwise need attention. 

The complex engine intake area 
needs careful assembly as it 
incorporates the nosewheel bay so 
you have to make sure everything 
here is square and level otherwise the 
nosewheel leg will not be straight. 
Quite a lot of filler was used to 
smooth the intake assembly into the 
fuselage and lower wing but this area 
needs to look right and capture the 
complex curves. 

The large spine-mounted air brake 
is a poor fit as is the refuelling probe 
door but the option is there to have 
these items open if you can't face 
making them fit in the closed 
position. 

The rest of the construction is 
quite straightforward with no real 
problems but I did find that the cross 
section of the radome did not match 
that of the fuselage, so a bit of 
reshaping was required here. Also do 
not forget to add the necessary 
weight here as indicated by the 
instructions. 



A nice selection of missiles and 
fuel tanks is included to enable a 
fully loaded model to be produced. 
The large cockpit canopy is well 
made and very clear and just needs 
careful painting. 

Accuracy 

ItaJeri have capmred the overall outline 
of the real thing quite well. Some of 
the smaller details appear a bit 
inaccurate but looking at several 
photographs the sizes and shapes of 
the bulges and lumps on the real thing 
seem to vary from plane to plane. The 
Encyclopaedia of World Military 
Aircraft gives a length of 14.5 metres 
and a wing span of 10.5 metres. The 
model measures 300mm long and 
230mm in wingspan which equates to 
14.4 metres and 1 1 metres respectively. 
So it is a little off but it depends on 
how you measure it so I will leave it to 

the rivet counters to worry about this 
as it looks alright to me. 

Colour Options 

Colour options for three prototype 
aircraft are given, all in various 



shades of grey of the RAF, Luftwaffe 
and Italian Air Force, but of course 
the British aircraft ZH588 is now 
painted in overall mart black which 
gives a fourth option. This is the one 
I chose using Humbrol matt black 
overall, nice and simple, just the way 
I like it! 

Decals 

The decal sheet is up to Italeri's high 
standard, well printed and easy to 
use presenting no problems at all. If I 
had to comment I would have liked 
them to have had a bit more 
adhesion. 

Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Conclusion/ recommendation 

A nice large kit at a nice price, under 
£10, that is reasonably easy to make. 
Until a better kit of this important 
aircraft comes along in this scale I 
can thoroughly recommend it to all.

The Kit 

Once again A-Model have come up 
with an interesting modern Russian 



aircraft model. The presentation style 
is what we have come to expect from 
this manufacturer: the squashy box, 
chunky parts, large awkward sprue 
attachment points and misaligned 
location holes and pins. But the 
excellent fine engraved panel lines 
and details counter all this. The 
instruction booklet and decal sheet 
completes the package. The clear 
canopy is a bit cloudy but polishes 
up easily. A small tow bar for the 

nosewheel is also included, which is a 
nice touch. 

Instructions 

The eight-page instruction booklet 
gives a brief type history and 
technical round up in English and 
Russian. Nine-stage assembly 
diagrams and paint and decal 
placement diagrams for the three 



options given on the decal sheet 
complete the booklet. Humbrol paint 
references are given throughout. 

Construction 

I started as ever with the cockpit, not 
too bad but always room for 
improvement. Moving on I deviated 
from the instructions and added the 
separate nose halves to the 
appropriate fuselage half to end up 
with two complete halves, which 
joined together much easier than 
trying to join a separate completed 
nose assembly to a completed 
fuselage, which I thought might result 
in an ugly step between the sections. 
A couple of problems arise during 
construction: the large air intakes 
have an internal dividing plate that 
needs to be reduced considerably in 
size to fit, and the directional exhaust 



nozzles under the fuselage have no 
internal detail so you can see straight 
through. These certainly need to be 
blocked off. Take your time and refine 
the fit of the parts as much as 
possible. Even so all of the main joints 
need filler to hide the seams. 

The option is given to have the 
large air intake on the aircraft's spine 
open or closed. I left mine open to 
give the finished model a bit more 
character. A full complement of 
under wing stores is provided to give 
that fully loaded look 

With construction completed it 
was time to choose which one of the 
attractive colour schemes to use. I 
chose the silver one with the green 
'tiger* stripes - quite eye-catching I 
think, but either of the other two 
schemes would look just as nice. I 
used Halfords aluminium spray paint 



with Humbrol green number 88 for 
the stripes. I painted the tow bar red 
as no colour reference is given for it 
in the instructions. 

Accuracy 

The finished model is 227mm long 
and 97.5mm in wing span which 
scales up to 16.34m and 7.02m which 
compares favourably with the 
16.37m and 7.022m quoted for these 
dimensions in the technical data on 
the instruction sheet. 

Colour Options 

The three colour options given are as 
follows: 

• Yak 38 Yellow 70 USSR Navy Fleet 
80th anniversary in multi-tone grey 
camouflage. 

• Yak 38 Yellow 07 USSR Navy from

Decals 

The small decal sheet is not quite up 
to A-Model*s usual standard being 
very matt and quite thick and brittle, 
the colour density was also poor. The 
decals worked well enough over a 
coat of gloss varnish though. 
Decal Rating = 7/10. 

Conclusion/recommendation 

Once again A-model have come up 
with an interesting Russian aircraft 
with some attractive colourful 
finishes.

The Kit 

The kit comes packed in a compact 
flat white card box, with a colour 
photocopied drawing of the subject 
aircraft pasted onto the front. This is 
a limited-run injection moulded kit 
that on first inspection reminds me 
of a late Frog or Matchbox kit. 

Inside the box you get two light 
grey sprues with just thirty-five 
parts, a small, very thin, vac-formedd 
sheet with two identical canopies and 
nice decal sheet. The quality of the 
injected parts is quite good, although 
flash is apparent on all parts, and 
some smaller mouldings would be 
easier to make from scratch than 
carving them off the sprues. 

This is a very simple kit; surface 
detail with exception of moving 
surfaces is all lightly raised, giving 
the kit a dated appearance. The 
cockpit features very good sidewall 
structural details, but one of the 
poorer mouldings is the Gnome 
radial engine, however once painted 
and inserted in the two-piece engine 
cowling it does not look too bad. 

Instructions 

An A4 double-sided photocopy 
makes up the instructions. The front 



Construction 

The first stage is to build up the 
cockpit, consisting of four parts 
inside the vertically split fuselage 
halves. At this stage you are 
prompted to add the three-piece 
engine and cowling, however I opted 
to do this at the end of construction 
to aid handling. 

Next you add the wing assembly, 
consisting of three parts with a 
boxed-in wheel bay included (but 
devoid of detail) and swiftly move 
onto the tail assembly and support 
struts before adding final details 
such as the undercarriage, engine 
exhausts and propeller. This all 
seems quite straightforward, but 
took me longer than anticipated due 
to the flash and general thickness of 
parts encountered along the way 
(the propeller blades, and 
undercarriage legs had to be 
reduced in size by almost half). One 
minor irritation was the lack of a 
tailwheel (#32), which for some 
reason appeared on the sprue 
diagram but not in the review 
sample, the same also applied to the 
control column (part five). Both 
missing (presumably short formed) 
parts were easily substituted from 
the spares box.. 

Accuracy 

When I received this kit in the post, I 
was initially unable to find any 
references on the subject, but a quick 
internet search revealed a potted 
history and a couple of black and

Conclusion/recommendation 

This is a short review, but what do 



you expect, it s a very simple kit! 
There really isn't much to say about 
it, the subject matter is fairly obscure 
being built in very small numbers. 
Construction is straightforward and 
only minimal filler was needed 
around the upper and lower wing 
joints; the only other area that 
caused problems was trimming the 
vac-formed canopy, which appears to 
be too short for the cockpit aperture, 
but if you trim very carefully you can 
get a pretty good fit. 

! would therefore recommend it to 
anyone with an interest in lesser- 
known types.

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The Kit 

Not only is this my first review for SAMI, it is also 
the first Italeri kit I have seen up close. Therefore, 
my first impressions are really just that! These 
impressions were also very good, a vast 
improvement on the Matchbox and Airfix F-5 
duo I built some 25 years ago. So far have things 
moved on in the lime that I have been away from 
the hobby that even a reissue seems light years 
ahead of the standards that I remember. 

The kit comes in the 'industry standard* end- 
opening box favoured by many kit manufacturers 
these days. It does however have some very high 
quality artwork, especially the colour plans on the 
base. As a result, I was already struggling as to 
which of the four model options to build. The kit 
covers F, NF, CF and RF versions, with alternative 
parts and a decal option for each version. 

The parts are fine and crisp with very little 
flash and are contained on five sprues. I especially 
liked the two types of in-flight refuelling probes 
supplied. The parts are very well detailed and the 
weapons fit is very comprehensive, I doubt that 
even the most serious F-5 enthusiast will need any 
after-market items here. All panel lines are 
recessed. A nice touch is that the canopy comes in 
its own bag in order to prevent scratches, a sign of 
a company that knows what it is doing. 

Instructions 

The instructions arc comprehensive, in seven 
languages and cover a full ten sides of A5. All 
colour references are in Model Master. I prefer 
Lifecolour and Humbrol, but conversion is always 
straightforward. The assembly sequence is clearly 
laid out and I especially liked the diagrams to 




show the angle of tailplanes and undercarriage 
door positions, a nice touch. There are, however, a 
couple of faults in the in the instructions. There is 
no mention of the need to open out the holes in 
part 5B (rear fuselage floor) in order to accept 
parts later in construction, and the positions of 
decals 9c and 10c are shown on the Canadian 
version instead of the Spanish one. Also there is 
no mention of the need to add nose weighting; 
maybe it is not needed, but I was going to use 
some anyway. Nobody wants to risk a 'tail sitter"! 

Construction 

Construction comes in three distinct modular 
phases of cockpit and front fuselage, airframe and 
finally, weapons fit. For the simple reason that I 
wanted to get started, I built up the airframe first. 
This went together very well indeed and an hour 
later it was finished. The alternative parts required 
for each version are clearly identified and you aren't 
left guessing, as is often the case with some kits. 

Once the airframe was completed, attention was 
turned to the cockpit and nose section. The 
interior consists of tub, ejector seat, control 
column and instrument panel. Three decals are 
supplied for the instrumentation on the side 
consoles and panel. These actually looked very 
good in place, a pleasant surprise as I generally 
find decal instrumentation a little false in 
appearance, and I prefer moulded detail in these 
situations. The harness for the ejector seat is also a 
decal, however here, had I not been bound by the 
'out of the box' rule, I would have used an 
alternative. Once assembled, a quick wash with 
thinned Humbrol 33 (matt black) to lift the detail 
on the seat and tub, then the two nose halves were 
joined together. This was the only point at which 
the filler came out, as the fit of these two parts was 
not to the same excellent standard as the rest of 
the kit. The complete nose section was joined to 
the airframe, having firstly stuck an M6 nut in the 
gap with Blu-Tack to prevent the finished model 
sitting unevenly on its tricycle undercarriage. 

The fitting of the nose was a little tricky, the 
engine intakes needing a little encouragement to 
fit to the wing root. Of course this would not have 
been a problem if 1 had fitted the nose before the 
wings as suggested in the instructions! Why is it 
that we modellers think we know better than the 
manufacturers? Will we ever learn? 

As I had finally chosen the Canadian version I 
fitted the appropriate in flight refuelling probe. I 
then proceeded to use Humbrol grey primer as a 
base for the colour scheme. With I /72nd I tend to 
leave the canopy until later, especially as the kit 
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provides the canopy in two pieces to 
enable it to be modelled open, 
without the usual hassle of cutting 
the original into two. The remaining 
parts, the undercarriage and weapons 
were left off, until after the colour 
scheme had been applied. 

Once the painting was completed, 
the undercarriage was fitted into 
place, as was the canopy, in the open 
position. When it came to the 
weapons fit, 1 adopted the normal 
'most is best' rule and filled every 
pylon. I don't know if this was correct 
for a Canadian CF-5A, but it looks 
great and 1 don't care! it was at this 
point I hit the only fault that I found 
with the whole kit. The drop tank for 
the central pylon is too long to fit 
between the front undercarriage strut 
and the doors of the rear 
undercarriage. This led me to one of 
two conclusions. Either Italeri have 
got it wrong or the Canadian Air 
Force have learned how to fit drop 
tanks once the aircraft is in flight! I 
will leave it to the reader to decide 
which conclusion is more likely to be 
correct 

Accuracy 

Combat Planes Vol L (McDonald 
1966) for the F-5 A gives the span as 
25ft 3ins (7.7m), length as 47ft 2ins 
(14.38m) and height as 13ft 2ins 
(4.01 m). That equates to a span of 
107mm> length 200mm and height 
56mm in l/72nd. The finished model 
measures 109mm by 203mm by 
59mm which I reckon is pretty much 
spot on, allowing for my feeble 
attempt at maths when converting 
dimensions. It certainly looks exactly 
as an F-5 should as far as I am 
concerned. 



Colour Options 

There are four options provided with 
the kit, one for each version possible. 
These are: 

• NF-5A Dutch Air Force, 313th 
Squadron, with a two-tone grey 
scheme. 

• CF-5A Canadian Armed Forces, 
419th 'Moose' TITS, Cold Lake, with 
flat grey undersides and medium 
grey/dark green topsides. 

• RF-5A Spanish Air Force, Ala 
23/212 Escuadron, Talavers La Real, 
which has white undersides and 
sand/green/brown topsides. 

• F-5A U.S. Air Force, 4053rd TFS, 
Vietnam 1966, which has natural 
aluminium undersides and tan/olive 
drab/dark green topsides. 

It must be said that I deliberated 
for hours over which version to 
choose. Finally it was a straight 
choice between the very colourful 
Spanish RF-5 or the equally 
interesting Canadian CF-5; in the 
end Canada won for the simple 
reason I have never done a plane in 




Canadian livery before. 

The colour scheme was airbrushed 
into place using Lifecolour acrylic and 
the usual Tamiya masking tape for 
hardlines and Blu-Tack for the softer 
edges. A quick coat of Humbrol satin 
varnish as a base for the decal (yes, I 
know I should use Johnsons Klear, 
but I don't know what to thin it down 
withAny suggestions will be greatly 
appreciated!). The decals were then 
duly applied, surely I can not be the 
only one that finds this stage the most 
satisfying of any kit? 



There are 122 decals provided in 
total, although only about half are 
used on each version. They are by 
Zanchetti and are very well printed 
with perfect registration, although 
there is a fair amount of carrier film. 
The decals were easy to apply and with 
a light coat of Microsol, they sat down 
evenly and dried with no silvering. A 
second coat of satin varnish was 
applied to seal in the decals. I think 



that satin varnish gives a more realistic 
finish in l/72nd than that of full gloss 
or man, especially on jets. 
Decal Rating =9/10. 

Conclusion/recommendation 

'Modern' jets are not normally my 
kind of thing. However, once the box 
was opened and the quality of the kit 
became clear, I very quickly became 
interested. The finished result was, 
even with my 'ham fisted' efforts, very 
pleasing and I hope the photographs 
do the kit proper justice. 

I can recommend the kit to all, 
even those relatively new to the hobby 
will not be out of their depth, so well 
is the kit engineered. However, I feel 
even serious F-5 enthusiasts will not 
be disappointed. If you want an early 
F-5 in l/72nd, look no further.

The Kit 

Another well produced kit from 
MPM. It is moulded in a softish 
medium grey plastic with well- 
defined surface detail. The interior 
has adequate detail but there are no 
etched frets or resin pieces to add here 
or anywhere else on the model other 
than the resin propeller hub to which 



are added the three injection propeller 
blades. A very nice and absolutely 
clear injection moulded cockpit cover 
that is produced in one piece with the 
upper fuselage is one of the best I've 
seen in ages. Overall, all the parts are 
cleanly moulded on two sprues, with 
the exception of the transparency of 
course, have no flash and just beg to 
be built. The second sprue suggests 
that there may be another version in 
the pipeline depicting the retracting 
undercarriage version. 

Instructions 

These are printed as a small eight- 
page leaflet with a history, parts 
layout, reasonably clear step-by-step 
construction diagrams and painting 
notes where appropriate, and ends 
with the last pages showing the two 
colour scheme options available in the 
kit. Note that the national markings 
are depicted on the drawings with the 
star canted to the left that is obviously 
not right! Humbrol and equivalent FS 
paint reference numbers are quoted 
for all colour requirements to finish 



the model. Incidentally, there is an 
'info view* on page 6 showing the 
positioning of the cockpit floors and 
gun mount. Even though you are 
guided to page 6 from page 3 
regarding this, I thought it would 
make sense to have it at the 
appropriate stage rather than at the 
end of the instructions! 



The normal sub-assemblies of cockpit 
parts are the first stages to be tackled 
and with these 1 found no problem. 
Careful painting and highlighting the 
detail in both cockpits and perhaps 
adding a little extra is worth it, as 1 
found out because all can be easily 
seen through the beautiful clear 
canopy cover. As usual with MPM and 
other kits of this nature all the parts 
are butt joined. 1 don t have a problem 
with this provided one is not overly 
generous with liquid cement but only 
enough is applied to bond the parts 
together. The wings are 
straightforward to assemble but there 
are two cutouts at the inboard forward 



leading edges. The reason for these I'm 
unsure of but I suspect it may be 
something to do with the retracting 
undercarriage version of the type. In 
order to prevent the parts that cover 
these cutouts from falling inside the 
wings or not aligning properly, 1 glued 
in place a couple of squares of scrap 
plastic card to the upper inside 
surfaces to act as locating tabs. This 
idea worked very well and also 
prevented the need for any 
unnecessary filler and sanding. 
Someone at my local club did mention 
to me that he had trouble with fitting 
the canopy to his kit and felt the need 
to cany out some surgery to improve 
the fit. With this kit, 1 found the 
complete opposite. The transparency 
fitted perfectly by very carefully 
scraping around the base of the part 
and relevant opening on the fuselage. 
By doing this 1 could find no reason to 
separate the canopy and rejoin it The 
fixed undercarriage units were then 
added to the marked positions on the 
wing undersides whilst the other 
smaller detail parts such as the 



antenna, prop and pilot head were left 
until after painting and deeding was 
completed to prevent them from being 
knocked off by mishandling. So there 
you are, a relatively quick model to 
make and to paint as it happens. I 
prepared the model for painting by 
ensuring all joints were cleaned up and 
masked the canopy with Maskol and 
sprayed it with Halfords white primer. 
This was allowed to dry thoroughly, 
even though it does dry quickly, before 
the final colours were applied. The 
yellow was the first colour as once dry 
it was easier to mask it out for the blue. 
I used yellow (69) and blue ( 14) by 
Humbrol. They may not be accurate 
shades but were the nearest matches I 
could find among my paint stocks. 
Maybe some one out there can steer 
me in the right direction in acquiring 
the proper shades! 

Colour Scheme 

As mentioned earlier, only two 



schemes are included and they are 
both identical with the exception of 
the engine cowl. Choice A, a rather 
anonymous A- 17 with no unit or 
other individual markings to speak of, 
during 1934 to 1938 and choice B, an 
A-17 coded 51 of 13thAS, 34th. AG at 
Barksdale Field Louisana during 1937. 
Both are in the blue/yellow scheme of 
the period with striped rudders and 
carry U.S. ARMY beneath the wings. 
The second option docs have a little 
bit more colour with a white engine 
cowling, unit badge and two red 
stripes on the fin to help in any 
decision-making. I opted for choice A 
to finish the review model. 



An excellent decal sheet is supplied. 
Produced by Propagteam, all the 
items are in good register and react 
well with decal solvents. Though such 
solvents may not be that necessary 
when applied over a good gloss finish. 



I don't have much trouble with them 
unless they are particularly thin and 
fragile and then I begin to panic and 
wonder if I have any suitable spares to 
replace any attrition. In this case 
however, all went well. 
Decal Rating = 10/10. 

Accuracy 

The only dimensions I have are those 
on the kit instruction sheet to 
compare the model with. Also I could 
not find any more information of the 
A-17 to refer to, let alone pictures to 
compare shape etc By my 
calculations, the model spans a tad 
under 8 inches and the full size 
version is 48ft. 8.5ins. Scaled down, 
this works out at 7.95 inches 
wingspan. The fuselage length of the 
real aircraft is 31ft 8.75ins. The model 
comes in at 5.3 inches approx making 
the model practically spot on. To me 
that sounds excellent, making the 
MPM product pretty accurate. 



Conclusion/recommendation 

A little known type to some readers 
maybe, but one that is welcome. It 
also makes an interesting addition to 
a themed collection of dive-bombers 
as the A-17 has the SBD Dauntless as 
its descendant Many years ago, I 
recall seeing an article in an IPMS 
Magazine describing how to build an 
A-17 by using parts from the Airfix 
SBD and scratchbuilding. I think it 
was for the retracting gear version and 
a suggested scheme for it was for an 
aircraft of the Swedish Air Force. The 
MPM kit though, is pretty quick and 
easy to build and modellers with 
average and above ability should be 
able to turn out a decent replica of an 
aircraft from a colourful era. Highly 
Recommended. 

Once again my thanks to MPM for 
the review sample.

The Kit 

This comes in the usual end-opening 
box with all the parts inside a plastic 
bag. The parts are well moulded in 
grey and white plastic, however 
several of the parts carry flash. The 
engraved panel lines and interior are 
very well presented. 

Instructions 

These come in a nineteen-page, A4- 
sized booklet with a short summary 
of the EC- 1 35. There are sixty-seven 
stages in the instruction booklet with 
the last three being the 
painting/decaling options. In stage 2 
the holes indicated to accept the 
rudder pedals were not on the 
cockpit floor and had to be drilled. 

Construction 

As with most kits the construction 
starts with the internals for the 
cabin, this takes fourteen 
construction stages, as there are 
separate options. All parts within the 
interior fitted well and look very 
smart, with the decal for the 
instrument panel actually being a 
photograph of the real thing. 
Construction then moves on to the 
rotor shaft and the installation of the 
cabin in the fuselage halves. 
Warning: parts 28 (x2) the engine 
exhausts are very badly moulded. 
Due to prior thought on behalf of 



the designers all glazing can be fitted 
after construction, making painting 
easier. The next sections deal with 
external features, landing gear, (two 
options), and a multitude of aerials 
and sensors, again different for both 
options. Finally comes the 
construction of the rotor head and 
the rotor blades. 

Construction Notes: The main 
cabin floor needs approximately 
2mm trimmed off its width to enable 
the fuselage halves to fit together. 
Care should be taken when inserting 
the exhausts and when constructing 
the main rotor head, as the parts are 
delicate. A small amount of filler is 
needed at the join with the tail boom 
and main cabin. 

Accuracy 

The overall shape captures the 
essence of the Eurocopter EC- 135, 
however comparing dimensions 
with the real aircraft show the 



following:- Length 1 ,020cm, scale 
length is 23cm too long (2.2%). 
Width 265cm, scale width is 4.2cm 
too narrow (1.6%). Rotor diameter 
is 1 ,020cm, scale diameter is 7cm 
too short (0.7%). However this is 
still a very acceptable kit. 
Dimensions were taken from the 
Eurocopter Web Site, 
www.eurocopter.com 

Colour Options 

There are three options available for 
this model:

1 choose the first option as I prefer 
green and red. The colour references 
throughout are for Revell paints. 



Decals 

A very impressive decal sheet, sharp 

colours and very good register with 

little carrier film. After application 

using Micro set/Micro sol, there was 

no silvering and the decals adhered 

excellently. 

Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Conclusion/recommendation 

There are a few small areas of attention 
that need addressing during the 
construction of this kit, but that is half 
of the fun anyway. If you like 1 /32nd 
scale kits, which I do, and if you like 
helicopters, which I do, and if you like 
bright colour schemes, which I do> 
then this is an excellent kit to build. 
Apart from a few minor hiccups it was 
a pleasure to build and finish. J would 
definitely recommend this kit to all.

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The Kit 

This kit, by Valom of the Czech 
Republic, comes in a sturdy card box 
with a lift-off lid, displaying a nice 
painting of the aircraft in flight. 

Inside the box we find a single 
sprue of light grey coloured plastic 
sealed in a reusable poly bag together 
with the instructions and other kit 
components. 

Some of the moulded parts are a 
little thick, but as this is a limited run 
kit you would expect this. The parts 
are, however, very nicely moulded 
with good detail and scribed panel 
lines. The sprue of parts is not 
numbered, but there is a diagram of 
the parts on the instructions and this 
contains numbers to refer to during 
the construction. 

The kit includes a lovely little 
etched metal fret containing 
instruments, gunsight, bomb racks 
and harnesses, all well up to current 
standards together with two identical 
vac-formed canopies (always a good 
thing), and landing light covers. The 
canopies have very well defined frames 
which make for easier masking. 

There is a small decal sheet in the 
kit containing six red Russian stars, 
(as this is a prototype there is really 
only one colour option). Also 
included is a small piece of printed 
film for the instruments. 

This particular kit represents the 
Sukhoi Su-6 with the AM-42 engine 
which was conceived as a 
replacement for the Hyushin 11-2 
'Shturmovic' should production fail. 

Instructions 

The instructions take the form of a 
large A4 sheet with four pages 
containing a brief history of the 
aircraft on the front, together with a 
six-stage exploded type construction, 
each part showing both paint 
numbers and part numbers. There 
are paint references for Humbrol, 
Revell, Model Master and one other 
that I have never heard of before, 
called Agama. The references are 
given as colours and numbers and 
used in all stages of construction. 



On the back page we have a 
painting and marking diagram 
showing a single colour scheme, and 
the numbered sprue diagram 
mentioned before. All in all quite 
clear and easy to follow. 

Construction 

The construction starts as normal 
with the cockpit. At this stage you 
will need to add the metal side 
consoles and instruments over the kit 
ones, not forgetting to sandwich the 
printed film between. The seat with 
its metal harnesses goes in next with 
a bulkhead behind, and the addition 
of the control column completes the 
sub-assembly. 

Next the fuselage halves can go 
together with the cockpit slid in from 
underneath. There are additional 
metal parts to be added at this stage 
in the form of a gunsight and the 
rear gunners 'seat', which is in fact a 
canvas strap slung between the 
fuselage sides, exactly the same as the 
Ilyushin 'shturmovic'. 

The wing assembly comes next and 
this is where some of the problems 
begin. Once assembled and fixed to 
the main body there is quite a gap at 
the wing root and this needs a fair bit 
of filler to correct. Also, when the 
front air intake cowling is fitted under 
the engine, this requires filling. 

The undercarriage is reasonably 
complex involving the use of many 
of the metal parts for gear doors and 
the retraction arms on the legs, but 
everything goes together well 
without any real problems. 

Now we get to the really fun part, 
the canopy! I have not had the 
I pleasure of using many vac-formed 
canopies in the past, and so naturally 
they worry me slightly. This however, 
turned out to be quite easy to cut out 
and mask, not so bad after all, but, 
(and there had to be one, didn't 
there?), when I offered it up to the 
fuselage there was a gap at the back, 




just below the rear machine gun. So 
it was out with the epoxy putty and 
the rear of the gunner s position was 
built up slightly to close the gap. 
Everything fitted and 1 stuck the 
canopy down into place with 
Humbrol Clearfix, using this to also 
fill any little gaps between frame and 

the fuselage. 

The radio wire was replicated 
using thin quilting thread available 
from craft shops. All that remains is 
to fit the small metal landing light 
into position and seal it in with a 
vac-formed cover. 

Colour Options 

There is one colour option for this 
prototype aircraft of Russian Green 
upper, and Light Blue undersides, 
together with the usual Russian stars 
on the rudder and rear fuselage. 



The decals are printed on a small 
sheet of matt paper and consist of six 
red stars printed in perfect register. 
They went on beautifully with no 
need for setting solutions, and settled 
down under the usual coat of 
Johnsons Kleer, showing no signs of 
silvering. These decals are very thin 
and do need careful handling to 
prevent tearing. 



Decal Rating = 9/10. 

Accuracy 

This is a good looking model that 
sits well and looks well proportioned. 

Going by the sizes given in the 
instructions, the model does seem 
very slighdy short, but this may be 
down to my calculations. It looks as 
it should and that is the most 
important thing . 

Conclusion/recommendation 

The nature of the mixed materials 
involved in this kit and the fit 
problems mean that it is really only 
suitable for the more experienced 
modeller. 

It is a great litde kit though, and I 
really enjoyed building it. Its nice to 
see manufacturers producing the 
more obscure planes such as these. 
They may never have made it to the 
front line, but aircraft such as this are 
an important part of aviation history 
and deserve to be remembered. 

If, like me, you have a particular 
interest in Soviet aircraft, this would 
be a very good addition to your 
collection.

Overall this is a good set and one I know has 
already sold like the proverbial 'hot cake' in 
the UK. however there are shortcomings. 
The Mossie is my favourite aircraft, so please 
excuse the following ramble. I will leave the 
real rivet counting to those who must, but on 
initial inspection a few points need 
mentioning. First the engine nacelles, very 
nice and aN that but the wrong shape. The 
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lower cowling is too flat making the whole 
thing look 'odd' from the front and resulting 
in the intercooier exhaust ourJets being too 
far apart. Next up the dear blister for the 
canopy escape hatch - where ts the domed 
one (l*« an astrodome) more commonly 
seen on the PR XVTs, as I don't recall the 
teardrop one in this set on the USAF 
machines? On top of that the panel supplied is 
flat, while the canopy has a curve in it at this 
point? Next the exhaust pipes, lovely with 
even any outlets, but they are the wrong 
cross-section (they are completely circular in 
this set)! Finally the cockpit interior, very nice 
I'm sure, but it is a plain fighter interior, no 
camera related items (film footage indicator, 
control unit etc) and the generators under the 
transmitter behind the pilot's seat (applicable 
to all Mossies) are missing? To make matters 
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wore if you put it up against the kit you will 
find that with the rear bulkhead in place the 
access hatch opening in the floor does not 
line up with the door in kit 



Oh dear, full of potential this one but one 
which is unfortunately not up to the high 
standards we expect from CMK.

There are 
also, of course, not enough national 
insignia included for all the options 
on each sheet! These can easily be 
found from other sources and you 
certainly get your money s worth 
with these sheets. Highly 
recommended to all.

Boulton-Paul's turret fighter was based on a concept deeply entrenched in air warfare, as 
evidenced by the long line of two-seat fighters dating back to the days of World War I, a tradition 
which continued throughout the 'twenties and 'thirties. As a result of the unwise decision to 
develop such an aircraft at that time, the Royal Air Force's Fighter Command was to suffer one 
the most tragic chapters in its history. Richard J. Caruana traces the Defiant's story, and 
accompanies this feature with some interesting colour schemes and a new set of scale plans. 
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The two-seat fighter, a traditional feature in 
the Royal Air Forces (RAF) inventory, had 
changed little in general layout between the 
days of such classics as the Bristol Fighter and the 
Hawker Demon. A pilot sitting in the front 
cockpit had at his disposal one or two guns firing 
forward while rear and side defence was the 
responsibility of a gunner sitting behind him. As 
a result of progress in speed made in the 
meantime, manual gun handling by the gunner 
became increasingly difficult. In fact complaints 
and incidents reported by Hawker Demon and 
Boulton & Paul Sidestrand crews vividly 
described the hazards being faced. Boulton & 
Paul were instructed on 13 August 1932 to study 



what could be done to rectify this matter, and 
possibly include such provisions into the 
Sidestrand Mk IV then under study. 

After months of investigation, the company 
came up with a bold solution: a completely 
enclosed cylindrical turret with a hemispherical 
top, housing a single Lewis gun mounted with the 
barrel protruding through a narrow slot. Rotation 
ot the turret was by means of compressed air, and 
the gunner could elevate his gun to around 70° 
through a 360° horizontal field of fire. By June 
1933, a mock-up which incorporated also 
hydraulic balancing of the seat and gun had been 
officially inspected and accepted for installation in 
the Sidestrand. Having afforded such protection 



to the nose gunner, it was decided that the same 
treatment should be offered to the pilot by 
providing a fully enclosed cockpit. Furthermore, 
the aircraft was re-engined with Bristol Pegasus 
engines; due to all these improvements, what was 
supposed to be the Sidestrand Mk V was renamed 
as 'Overstrand*. 

On the sale of its assets and business to a public 
company on 30 June 1934, Boulton & Paul 
became Boulton Paul Aircraft Ltd. Plans 
were also at hand to build a new 
factory at Wolverhampton. A 
contract was received for the 
construction of Hawker 
Demons fitted with a Frazer-

Nash hydraulicaily-operated turret, which 
effectively protected the gunner from the 
slipstream enabling him to better train and fire his 
gun. The rear top fuselage consisted of a turtle- 
back cowl attached to the gunners harness which 
folded up and down according to his movements. 

Although development of powered turrets 
continued, it would appear that funding was 
somewhat limited, notwithstanding the 
enthusiastic response from the Air Ministry. The 
company's patents in this field ended in the Secret 
List, thus severely limiting further progress. John 
D. North, the company's chief engineer, adopted a 
French design which met little official interest in 
France. Designed by J.B.A de Boysson, a 
hydraulically-operated turret was developed by 
the Sociltl duplications des Machines Motrices 
(SAMM) and Boulton Paul acquired full rights for 
its manufacture and development within the 
British Empire. Two turrets were ordered from 
SAMM for further trials, fitted with Browning 
machine guns in place of the four Dame 7 mm 
guns of the original design. Meanwhile, an 
original (Darne-armed) Boysson turret was tested 
in the nose of Overstrand K8175, and a single 
20mm Hispano cannon installation was also 
tested in another turret on K8I76. 

During this time of radical change in fighter 
design and tactics, the Air Ministry was probably 
not completely confident that the emerging 
category of single-seat monoplane fighters, armed 
with a battery of eight guns buried in the wings, 
could make the grade. The issue of Specification 
F.9/35 called for a two-seat day and night fighter, 
which should have its armament concentrated in 
a power-operated turret. Although one cannot 
entirely attribute this specification to such 
thinking, it seems to hold more than a slight 
element of the 'tried and tested*. This was not 
only a dated concept, but in fact a step backward; 
while previously the pilot could make use of 
front-firing armament, in this case he was 
nothing more than a 'driver'. Still, in spite of the 
turret's weight penalty, the aircraft was expected 



to perform within performance parameters close 
to those of contemporary single-seaters not only 
in speed but also in range of action. Apparently, 
officially it had been contemplated that a gunner 
having a battery of guns with a 360° traverse 
stood a better chance of hitting an enemy aircraft 
than a pilot engrossed in manoeuvring his fighter 
around the sky to find the target. 

Apart from Boulton Paul, F.9/35 brought 
proposals from Hawker, Bristol and Armstrong 
Whitworth; of these only the first two made it 
beyond the design stage, with one prototype each 
being ordered in the autumn of 1935. Hawkers 
proposal was a radical redesign of the Henley, a 
two-seat light bomber which in itself had 
inherited many of its lines from the Hurricane, 
including having identical outer wing panels. 
Committed as it was to Hurricane development. 
Hawker's Hotspur prototype (K8309) did not fly 



until 14 June 1938. Although performance seemed 
adequate, and the aircraft was reported to handle 
well, it had only flown with a wooden mock-up in 
place of the turret, and trials in all-up weight 
conditions were never performed. 

On the other hand, Boulton Paul commenced 
construction of their F.9/35 prototype (K9310) in 
1936 at their new Wolverhampton plant, although 
design had begun at Norwich. It was generally 
similar in size to the Hurricane, and bore an 
uncanny external resemblance to it as well. Close 
attention had been given to aerodynamic 
cleanliness in order to minimise drag. Of 
conventional construction, its fuselage was built in 
two main sections, the forward section built up of 
four longerons and a number of bulkheads, while 
the rear section was made up of three units, the 
two side panels and the top decking. The forward 
section housed the pilots cockpit over the wing 



centre section. The rear half of the fuselage 
incorporated the turret which was faired fore and 
aft with wooden-framed hydraulically-operated 
fairings which automatically hinged down to 
allow the guns to traverse. 

The wings, built around two spars, were broken 
down into five parts: a centre section, two outer 
wing panels and detachable wing tips. The centre 
section housed the fully-retractable main 
undercarriage members and self-sealing fuel 
tanks, one 52 Imp. gallon (236 litre) tank on 
either side of the radiator bath. This tankage was 
later increased by another pair of 27 Imp. gallon 
( 1 23 litre) tanks further outboard in the outer 
wing sections. 

The Boulton-Paul A. Mk.lID turret was a self- 
contained, removable unit, fitted with four .303 
Browning machine guns with 600 rounds per gun 
(rpg). This unit weighed 3601b (162kg) empty, to 



which 881b (39.6kg) of armament and 1061b 
(48kg) of ammunition had to be added. Its 
hydraulically-operated system was completely 
independent from any other system in the aircraft. 

On 1 1 August 1937, chief test pilot Cecil 
Feather took the turret-less prototype up for its 
first flight. The aircraft weighed 7,5001b (3,375kg) 
without its turret at this stage, and was powered 
by a Rolls Royce Merlin I engine with which it 
attained a maximum speed of 302mph 
(485.6km/h). With the turret installed, vertical tail 
area had to be increased slightly; meanwhile a 
second prototype had been ordered (K8620). 

When it had been decided to abandon 



further development of the 
Hotspur, an initial order for 87 
production aircraft of what by 
that time had become known 
as the 'Defiant', was placed on

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28 April 1937. Although drawings began reaching 
the workshops by the end of that same year, 
completion of the second prototype was delayed 
due to a change in power plant* from Merlin I to 
Merlin [L Apart from the increased tail area, it 
also featured redesigned exhaust stacks and 
cockpit canopy, and modifications to the 
undercarriage doors, thus bringing it very close to 
production standard. This set the first flight of 
K8620 back to 18 May 1939. 

This was followed by another engine update 
with the selection of the Merlin III for 
production Defiants. The first production aircraft 
(L6950) performed its maiden flight on 30 July 
1939, and by September it was with the A & AEE 
at Boscombe Down for official trials. These 
included dive-bombing trials at Orfordness, as 
L6950 had been fitted with underwing racks to 
carry light bombs. L6951 was transferred to the 
Central Flying School for handling trials. The 



Squadron, which had been formed at Sutton 
Bridge in October 1939 from where it moved to 
Martlesham. There it received its first two aircraft 
on 8 December 1939. By that time, more than half 
of the first production order had been completed; 
two further orders had been placed, one in 
February 1938 for 202 aircraft and another in May 
of the same year for 161. More orders were placed 
in December 1939 (150), February 1940 (50) and 
July 1940 (280). 

264 Squadron was grounded on 28 January 
after a series of engine difficulties and hydraulic 
problems, the ban being lifted during the first 
week of February 1940. Although not fully worked 
up, two of the squadron's flights were posted to 
Wittering on 21 March to fly convoy patrols. On 
10 May, the entire squadron moved to Duxford, 
while two days later *A* Flight proceeded to 
Horsham St Faith. That day, six Defiants from this 
Flight patrolled the Dutch coast and after strafing

Defiant was described as having excellent 
handling qualities, with very few vices. It found to 
be quite stable, with very little trim change being 
necessary when the undercarriage or flaps were 
extended or retracted. As with most aircraft of 
the time, it had a tendency to swing to port 
during take off, something which could easily be 
corrected. Comparative trials with N° 1 1 1 
Squadron Hurricanes were performed at Northolt 
on L6952 in October 1939, where the real 
situation emerged: the Defiant proved to be at a 
distinct disadvantage when compared with a 
single-seat fighter. The report clearly stated that 
than any average pilot flying a Hurricane 'could 
carve up an aircraft with the power/weight ratio 
of the Defiant'! 

Day Fighter Disaster 

First unit to receive the Defiant was N° 264 



ground targets off S'Gravenhage, escorted by 
Spitfires from N° 66 Squadron, drew first blood 
by shooting down a Ju 88A. On 1 3 May, *B' Flight 
went into action, engaging a formation of Ju 87Bs 
of which they claimed four destroyed, when the 
Defiants were bounced by Bf 109Es escorting the 
'Stukas'; only L6974 escaped to tell the tale! 
Offensive patrols were cancelled and Defiant 
sorties were limited to anti-bomber patrols over 
the Channel. 

The Squadron was to enjoy a brief moment of 
glory when, between 27 and 31 May its Defiants 
were ordered to participate in providing top cover 
at Dunkirk, across the Channel. During this 
period, 264 Squadron claimed 65 kills, 37 of 
which were supposed to have been achieved on 29 
May! There is no doubt that these claims were 
grossly exaggerated. One has to remember, 
though, that Squadron Leader Philip Hunter had 



devised a plan whereby Defiants flew in mixed 
formation with Hurricanes, and it is quite 
plausible that enemy fighters had been tricked by 
this ploy. This glorious chapter soon came to a 
grim end, as seven Defiants were lost on 3 1 May, 
and after working up again to squadron strength 
during the following month, 264 returned to 
flying convoy patrols from Matlesham Heath and 
Debden, until on 23 luly the unit was retired to 
Kirton-on-Lindsey. 

N° 141 Squadron was the second Defiant unit 
to be formed, becoming operational at 
Grangemouth on 3 June 1940. On 19 July, 12 
aircraft from the unit moved to Hawkinge, nine of 
which were scrambled at 12.30hrs. They had the 
misfortune of being bounced south of Folkstone 
by Bf 109Es which practically decimated the 
formation; L7014, although badly shot up, was to 
be the sole survivor. Pilots of N° 111 Squadron 
claimed that the Defiants had shot down four of 
the aggressors during the fight. 

During the height of the Battle of Britain, N° 
264 moved to Horchurch on 22 August; two days 
later the unit claimed three )u 88s and a Bf 109E 
destroyed for the loss of two Defiants. On 26 
August three Do 17s were shot down losing 
another Defiant in the process, while two days 
later four more of the turret fighters were lost. On 
28 August, 264 Squadron ceased operations and 
moved to Duxford the following day, bringing day 
operations of the type to an end. It took 
officialdom more than enough time to realise that 
the Defiant was completely unsuited for this role. 

The Defiant Night Fighter 

N° 141 Squadron pioneered night flying sorties 
with the Defiant on 1 luly 1940, when L7997 flew 
a lone sortie. As the type had been withdrawn 
from daylight operations, both 141 and 264 
Squadrons were operating practically as 
night fighter units by September. 
This coincided with the switch 
to night bombing by the 
Luftwaffe on London; 'B* 
flight of N° 141 Squadron i 
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Defiant F Mk I. N3340/YD-D, N° 255 Squadron, Kirton-in-Lindsey, 
March 194 1 . Night overall with Medium Sea Grey 
codes and Dull Red senals.

moved to Biggin Hill, with *A* Flight taking up 
residence at Gatwick in October. Two He 11 Is 
were claimed by the unit as shot down on the 
night of 15/16 September. N° 264 was similarly 
engaged, flying from Rochford, and later Debden. 
However, successes were few and far between and 
it was only with the arrival or airborne radar that 
the situation improved. 

In the quest for better performance, Boulton 
Paul developed the Defiant F Mk II, powered by a 
l,260hp Merlin XX. First flight of such an aircraft 
(N1550) was performed on 20 July 1940. Apart 
from the longer cowling to accommodate the new 
engine, both oil cooler and radiator were 
deepened and enlarged. The Mk II clocked a 
maximum speed of 315mph (506.5km/h) at 
16,500ft (5,020m) during official trials. An order 
for 280 Mk Is placed in July was amended to cover 
the production of 63 Mk Is and 210 Mk lis (a 
further seven Mk Is having been converted to 
Mk II standard on the production line). 

Deliveries of the Mk II commenced in February 
1941, by which time the Defiant had established 
itself in the night fighter role. By autumn of that 
year, AI Mk IV (and later Mk VI) radar was being 
fitted to Mk I Defiants (redesignated Mk 1A) and 
Mk lis (NF Mk II). Night fighter squadrons with 
the Defiant began to mushroom, these including 
N° 96, 125, 141, 151, 153,264 and 410. By mid- 
1942, the Defiant night fighter had been largely 
replaced by twin-engined types even in this role, 
N° 153 and 256 Squadrons retaining their turret- 
fighters up to the end of that year. A Flight of N° 
515 (Special Duties) Squadron kept its Defiants 
well into 1943. 

Jack of All Trades 

As Defiants became surplus to needs of front line 
squadrons, they were transferred to Fighter 
Command air-sea-rescue units. Around 50 
examples were fitted with an 'M' type dinghy 
stowage pack under each wing, serving with N° 
275, 276, 277, 278 and 281 Squadrons. After just 



six months of operations, these Defiants were 
withdrawn due to a number of problems, 
foremost among them being lack of proper 
maintenance. 

Boulton Paul had embarked on a turret-less 
version way back in 1940, a single seat Defiant 
with a pair of .303in Brownings in each wing. The 
original prototype - K8310 - was modified to this 
standard; in fact one could say that it had reverted 
to the solid rear fuselage with which it had flown 
its initial flights. Notwithstanding that its 
performance would have been slightly better than 
that of the Hurricane, no official interest was 
shown in the single-seat Defiant. 

The final production run covered 140 target- 
towing Defiants ordered in July 1941. A clear rear- 
sliding canopy over the winch operator's cockpit 
replaced the gun turret, a 'B* or 'E' type winch 



another rich source for conversions to TT Mk III, 
a job assigned to Reid & Sigrist at Desford. N3488 
became the development machine (rather than 
prototype) and apart from the Merlin III, 
distinguishable by its shorter nose, this version 
was similar to the TT Mk I in most other 
respects. About 1 50 Defiants were converted to 
Mk III standard between 1942 and 1943. Apart 
from most of the Gunnery Schools, where it 
replaced the Lysander, also the Royal Navy 
employed the Defiant target-tug overseas. For this 
purpose, in 1943 it became necessary to fit 
tropical filters to enable the Defiant to operate in 
hot and dusty climes. 

It would be erroneous to conclude that the 
Defiant was a major failure; such a deficit must be 
attributed to whoever failed to understand that a 
turret-fighter could not possibly match

driven by a windmill was fitted to the starboard 
side of the fuselage while the target sleeves were 
housed in a faired pack fitted under the rear 
fuselage. First TT Mk I (DR863), based on the 
Merlin XX-powered Mk II, flew in January 1942. 
Apart from the order for new-build machines, the 
last 40 F Mk lis on the production line were also 
completed as TT Mk Is, with the last (AA670) 
being delivered in May 1942. To these one has to 
add a further number of Mk lis which, on being 
retired from squadron service, were converted for 
target-towing duties. 

At one time, a Merlin 24-powered version was 
under study, under the designation of TT Mk II; 
however the number of above-mentioned new- 
build TT Mk Is and other conversions was 
considered as adequate for service needs, and the 
project did not proceed further. Moreover, quite a 
number of Defiants F Mk I were available, 



contemporary fighters. After a very brief glorious 
chapter, over-publicised at that time for morale- 
boosting purposes, the decision to switch from 
day to night interception helped the Defiant to 
find a role where it could offer a positive 
contribution, until such times as more advanced 
night fighters were ready to take its place. Though 
target-towing was certainly the least glamourous 
of all its roles, it was none the less essential, and 
here the Defiant proved to be an ideal workhorse 
- reliable, easy to fly and possessing a 
performance far superior to any other target- 
towing aircraft of its time.

Von Boenisk's Pfalz D.

The 

The Pfalz Flugzeugwerke GmbH 
did not develop a biplane 
fighter design of its own until 
the Pfalz D.1II prototype appeared in 
the spring of 1917. It was an elegant 
machine that had its roots in the 
Roland fighters that Pfalz had been 
building under license until then. 

The Pfalz D.III began to enter 
service in August 1917, being supplied 
first to Bavarian units. By the end of 
that year approximately two hundred 
and fifty D.IIIs were at the Front. 
Many Jagdstaffeln had mixed 
equipment at this period and it was 



not unusual for the new fighter to 
operate in the same formation with 
Roland and Albatros machines. 

Compared with its contemporaries, 
the Pfalz D.III had a poor rate of 
climb, a tendency to catch fire rapidly 
and average manoeuvrability. On the 
other hand, it was an excellent gun 
platform thanks to a fuselage-upper- 
wing gap kept to a minimum to 
afford a good all-round view from the 
cockpit. Twin Spandau guns were 
mounted inside the fuselage with only 
their muzzles protruding. It also 
featured a tailplane of inverted 
aerofoil section, made of ply-covered 



wood. This resulted in the capacity to 
dive hard and fast, a factor that led to 
its extensive use as a balloon-buster. 
Except for the tailplane, the fuselage 
was constructed of thin layers of 
plywood round a wooden frame of 
longerons and formers, covered with 
fabric. 

The Pfalz D.III was powered by the 
Mercedes D.III six-cylinder liquid 
cooled inline, 160hp engine. This gave 
it a maximum speed of 180 km/hr 
and an endurance of 2.5 hr. 

The Pfalz D.III continued to 
operate until mid- 191 8. Then it was 
already looked upon by the Allied 



fighter pilots as 'a sitting duck*. 

This particular Pfalz (Dl 386/68) 
was silbergrau all over with the 
exception of the lasta 4 and personal 
markings (Photo I ). The Jasta 
identification consisted of a black 
spiral all along the fuselage. Oskar 
Freiherr von Boenigk's individual 
markings were a coloured lower 
wing part and tailpiece. The exact 
colour is still to be determined but 
there are two theories. On one hand 
it might have been a kind of light 
blue, this being the opinion of some 
WW1 aviation historians after 
studying black and white pictures.

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On the other hand it could have 
been yellow, apparently the colour of 
his former unit/das Grenadier 
Regiment Nr. 1 1 Konig Friedrich HP. 
Because German noblemen used to 
refer to their roots, I went for the 
second possibility. Von Boenigk 
piloted this Pfalz during his stay in 
Jasta 4 in September 1917, which 
operated at that time from 
Markebeek-airfield in Belgium. 

The Man 

Silesian nobleman Oskar Freiherr von 
Boenigk was born in 1894. Before he 
transferred to aviation in 1917 he 
already had a long military career 
behind him as an army cadet, starting 
at the age of 1 1, and as one of the 
many participants in the hostilities in 
and around the trenches of the 
Western Front. 

After a period of being an 
observer he finally became a member 
of lasta 4. Later on he would become 
Staffelfuhrer of lasta 21 before being 
transferred to the Royal Prussian 
Jagdgeschwader II. He survived the 
war as Kommandeure of JG II with 
26 victories, seven of which were 
balloons. 

During WWII he gained the rank 
of General in the Luftwaffe until his 
retirement in October 1941. At the 
end of WWII Baron Oskar von 
Boenigk was taken prisoner and sent 
to Lager Ketschendorf near 
Frankfurt where he died as a POW 
in Russian hands. 
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The Kit - Assembly 

If you want to start something, get 
good material: in this case the Eduard 



ProfiPack backed by the excellent 
Windsock Datafiles. This combination 
is ideal when you are into WWI 
aircraft modelling. 

I started with detailing the engine: 
thin copper wire, stretched sprue and 
the filaments of light bulbs were used 
to simulate the oil pipes, the valve 
levers and the valve springs. This gives 
the Mercedes a more realistic 
appearance. After this, I sprayed it 
entirely in flat aluminium and when 
dry this was given several washes of 
thinned brown oil paints. Finally the 
exhaust and the manifolds were 
treated with pastels (respectively 
brown/ orange and black). 

Unfortunately, the pipe from the 
engine to the radiator and the twin 
fuel pipes from the gravity tank in the 
upper wing to the left side of the 
fuselage are missing in the kit, so 
these had to be scratch built with 
stretched sprue (Photo 32-33). 

Next I attacked the cockpit which 
is, using a mixture of plastic kit parts 
and those from the enclosed etched- 
brass fret, very well detailed. I only 
added the control cables, the 
Bowden cables (throttle) to the 
control column and replaced the 
seatbelts by a set made from tin foil 
recovered from wine bottles. (1 had 
to drink French wine for several 
evenings to collect it, one of the 
advantages of being in the modelling 
business). Personally, I find belts 
made of this material to have a more 
realistic appearance when draped in 
and around the cockpit. The 
cockpit-chapter was ended by 
spraying it in a light wood-like 
colour and by weathering it with 





brown oil paints and pastels. 

After studying pictures of the real 
thing it was clear that the fuselage 
needed extra attention. First of all 
the blobs on the nose representing 
the air intakes were sanded off and 
replaced by open air scoops made 
from plastic card. As the kit only 
furnishes the front of the two 
machine guns, I also scratch built the 
front part of the jackets for the 
Spandau guns because these would 
be partially visible after drilling out 
the openings to accommodate the 
machine guns. To make that extra 
element of the armament I used the 
light metal from nightlights. This 
metal is very thin and can be sanded, 
drilled, cut into any desired shape 
and processed like photo-etched 
parts (Photo 17). I also drilled out 
one inspection plate to add that little 



extra and made an access panel of 
plastic card (Photo 35). Last but not 
least, the characteristic change of 
curvature between fuselage and 
lower wing and between the rear of 
the fuselage and tailplane was 
reproduced by using epoxy putty 
sanded into shape. Where replacing 
the air intakes and drilling out the 
storage of the armament only 
enhance the model, the last 
adjustment is really necessary if you 
want to reproduce the sleek form of 
the Pfalz D.IIL 

The wings are excellent: according 
to the Windsock-plans beautifully in 
scale and with a perfectly thin trailing 
edge. I only installed small 
attachments made from sprue and 
copper wire to later facilitate the 
rigging and cut out the ailerons as I 
did with the elevators and rudder.

The little ring cut out from plastic 
card is placed on the red copper ring and the axle of the wheel is put on the pin in the centre 
of the jig. When the weaving of the stretched sprue follows a certain pattern (I- 19-2 1-3-5-23- 
25-7-9-.,.) you end up with a realistic three-dimensional spoked wheel 
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14, 15 & 16 The undercarriage and spoked wheels look very realistic 
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17. The metal from nightlights in the different 
stages of the process from candleholder to 
fasteners 
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24. 25 & 26. The jig used during final assembly and rigging is made of thick plastic strips and 
plastic card pinned on a wooden base. Elastic bands, fastened on the steel pins that stick out of 
the plastic supports, ensure the right dihedral of the wings 
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Because the control cables of the 
ailerons run through openings in the 
upper wing here too holes had to be 
drilled at the appropriate places 
(Photo 36). 

Now, I moved on to the 
undercarriage. I used fine string 
soaked in varnish to simulate the 
rubber bungee shock cord of the 
landing-gear shock absorbing system. 
Thanks to the varnish all the little 
hairs of the string disappear without 
destroying the detail of the cord itself. 
The encasement of the axle was made 
once again with the light metal from 
nightlights. The loops of steel cable to 
limit the travel of the axle were made 
of stretched sprue. 

What surely accentuate a WW1 
aeroplane as a vintage machine are 
the spoked wheels. 1 began by drilling 



out the entire inner side of the wheels 
from the kit until only the 'tires' were 
left over. Then I cut out a little ring 
(outer diameter = inner diameter of 
the tires) from plastic card and placed 
it in a little jig (Photo 1 2). This was 
followed by weaving a stretched sprue 
of about 35 cm, using the little pins 
on the jig, around the future axle of 
the wheel (made from copper tubing) 
centred in the middle of that little 
ring. This has to be done for every 
side of each wheel. Carefully glued 
together with methyl ethyl ketone 
(MEK) this construction, cut to size 
and positioned in the drilled out 
'tires', gives a realistic three- 
dimensional spoked wheel instead of 
the flat impression made by etched- 
brass examples (Photo 13-16). More 
important, it is strong enough to 



carry the weight of the model! 

I once again used the metal of 
nightlights, now to detail the tailskid. 
The encasement for the rubber cord 
suspension and the connection to the 
fuselage were made in this material. 
In this case the rubber cord was made 
of copper wire as it has to run up into 
the fuselage and also has to give 
support to the model. Finally I drilled 
out the appropriate hole into the 
fuselage where the landing skit had to 
come (Photo 18-19). 

At this stage, with the lower wing, 
the tailplane and the undercarriage 
minus wheels attached to the fuselage, 
everything is ready for the paint-job. 

Painting 

Normally all Pfalz D.III left the 
factory in a Silbergrau finish. 1 used 
US Navy Grey as the base colour to 
bring the Silbergrau back to scale but 
first I prepared the ribs of the wings. 1 
sprayed the wings dark grey and when 
this was dry the ribs were masked off 
with Tamiya tape and again the whole 
wing received a first coat of US Navy 
Grey. Then I combined the base 
colour with a lighter 5 and a 'darker' 
version of the base colour. What sticks 
out is sprayed in 'light Navy Grey 1 , 
what lays lower receives the darker 
version, the rest keeps the original tint 
(Photo 2-4). Then the tape is 
removed and fine dark lines 
representing the exact location of the 
ribs are visible. Finally the wing 
received a last coat of Grey to blend in 
the different tones of the grey. 

The same technique was used for 
applying the yellow on the lower 
wing and the tailplane. Pictures of the 



original aeroplane are always very 
helpful to determine exactly where 
the paler and the darker versions 
should be sprayed. 

After masking off engine and 
cockpit and the yellow part on the 
lower wing and the tailplane, the 
fuselage was sprayed in US Navy Grey 
followed by a selective use of a pale 
and a dark version of the Grey just to 
bring depth in the paint-job. Finally 
the fuselage received a last coat of the 
base colour to blend in the different 
tones of the grey (Photo 5-6). 

Flat Aluminium was applied on the 
radiator and fuel tank installed in the 
upper wing (Photo 34). 

After this had dried thoroughly I 
first sprayed on the crosses using 
masks cut out off frisket film. Here 
also the rib-accentuating technique 
was applied using Dark Grey and 
Black. When this was dry I went on 
by spraying the Fasta 4 marking 
using masking tape. The next day 
the crosses and spiral were lightly 
sanded with high grit sandpaper to 
simulate worn-off paint. After 
Johnson Clear Wax was sprayed on, 
the stencilling (serial number, Pfalz 
identification plate) went on 
followed by another coat of the wax 
(Photo 7-9) and by accentuating 
the panels and the seam between the 
fuselage halves with brown oil 
paints. Next a coat of Matt Varnish 
was applied and allowed to cure for 
a few days before weathering with 
brown pastels (Photo 10-11). The 
padded coaming was first painted 
with brown enamel and when dry 
received a coat of Burnt Sienna oil 
paint. Finally the paintwork/pastel 
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32 & 33. The pipe running from the engine to the radiator is clearly visible

dust was sealed by another coat of 
Matt Varnish and set away to dry for 
at least 48 hours before the final 
assembly could start. 

Final assembly and detailing 

During the different stages of 
assembly 1 always used a jig based on 
the Windsock plans (Photo 24-26). 
This ensured the correct fit of the 
lower wing, tailplane and landing gear 
to the fuselage and now came in 
handy during the installation of the 
upper wing. Using this jig 1 discovered 
that the cabane struts were too short. 
Was it due to a shortcoming of the kit 
or due to a difference in 
measurements between the kit and 
the plans, who knows? One thing was 
sure, if I was to install the upper wing 
correctly new longer struts had to be 
made from plastic card. 

Once the upper wing was in place, 
I installed the pipe from the engine to 
the radiator and the twin fuel pipes 
from the gravity tank in the upper 
wing to the left side of the fuselage.

German propellers, like those 
produced by Axial, were built up in 
different layers using two sorts of 
wood resulting in two-tone 
exemplars. To reproduce this I used 
the same technique. I first glued the 
appropriate number of thinned 
down layers of wooden strips I had 
found in a ship-modelling store 
with epoxy glue. After letting it rest 
for 24 hours I drew the contours of 
the propeller on the laminated piece 
of wood and started sanding with a 
fine grit sandpaper. Following the 
pattern of the light and dark tones 



of the real propeller I finally ended 
up with a realistic propeller to scale. 
To complete the propeller, 1 first 
sprayed on a coat of gloss varnish. 
When dry I gave the prop its overall 
colour with a mixture of brown oil 
paints just enough to give it the 
right overall brown appearance and 
making sure that the two tones of 
wood were still noticeable. Finally I 
applied a coat of Future floor wax 
(Johnsons Klear) to give the prop 
its shiny appearance followed by 
the Axial logos for the propeller 
blades when dry. These were sealed 
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in with yet another coat off Future 
(Photo 20-21). 

There are as many different ways 
of rigging as there are modellers 
and each way has its advantages 
and flaws. I prefer the following 
one using fishing wire, copper wire 
and plastic Q-tips (Drawing A, see 
previous page). First, during the 
assembly of the fuselage and wings, 
I had already made and installed 
the proper amount of buckle-eyes: 
thin copper wire knotted around a 
0.2 mm drill. This results in a little 
loop that can be glued in predrilled 
holes in the appropriate places on 
wings and fuselage. After the model 
is fully painted and weathered, the 
actual rigging can begin. The 
plastic Q-tips are transformed in 
very small tubes using the stretched 
sprue technique: being hollow and 
keeping their form during 
stretching they make fantastic 
turnbuckles once cut to size. From 
then on I simply put a piece of 
fishing wire through a buckle and 
the eye already in place on the wing 
or fuselage and reinsert it through 
the same buckle. The only thing left 
to do is to put a tiny drop of 
cyanoacrylate in the opening of the 
buckle et voila.. its finished! (At 
least one half.) When the glue cured 
I applied the same technique on the 
other side of the wire while keeping 
the wire taut and 1 ended up with a 
beautiful detailed piece of rigging 
(Photo 27-29). Finally the 
ailerons, the elevators and the 
rudder were positioned back in 
place and detailed with the control 
cables. 



Setting 

The scene is inspired by the typical 
pilot/aeroplane picture of that time 
and simply depicts a German pilot 
wearing Royal Flying Corps flying 
equipment who poses proudly beside 
his aircraft (Photo 30). The figure is a 
reworked CMK-pilot: his left arm is 
repositioned to hold the padded 
coaming and his head was replaced by 
one I took from a Monogram WWII 
pilot. I sanded off the original 
equipment and sculpted flying cap 
and goggles with epoxy putty and, 
again, the metal from nightlights 
(Photo 31) 

I first painted the figure with 
enamel colours and when fully dry 
used oil paints. 

Conclusion 

I enjoyed building the Pfalz D.III very 
much and I can recommend it to every 
one who is in or wants to start WWI 
aircraft modelling. It is a great kit that 
results in a beautiful 'Doppeldecker' 
and even without the detailing 
described here, the finished model, 
straight from the box, still reflects the 
elegant lines of the real thing.

There are few more elegant 
flying boats than CAMS* 
stately bay-windowed 37A, 
which first flew in 1926. About 150 
were produced in the fabled golden 
age of inter-war biplanes. With its 
Lorraine 450hp broad arrow V12 
and surprisingly coarse pitch and 
small diameter pusher propeller it 
lasted longer than most with one 
example being operated by the 
Free-French from Tahiti. The 
airframe is a testament to French 
efforts to eliminate the 'strut* 



mountain, which must have existed 
in that fair country after WWI! It 
appears that this machine could be 
operated from land strips when a 
wheeled main gear was attached, but 
was not capable of amphibious use 
since it could neither take off nor 
land on water in this configuration. 

The Kit 

In common with the rest of the 
Azur series this model was designed 
in France, with the tool making and 
production in the Czech Republic. 
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Low-volume injection techniques 
are employed, but close inspection 
reveals that the mouldings are of 
more than acceptable quality. It is 
worth noting that the many and 
various strut locations are identified 
by small sockets. Careful examination 
of the struts showed that the 
matching pins were only discernible 
on one or two of the main interplane 
struts. This is no doubt due to the 
moulding process. Thus during 
construction all struts were effectively 
butt jointed and the only slight

difficulty caused was in the precise 
location of the parts involved. The 
resin cast items are first class and lift 
the model, if not into the first rank, 
then very close to it. 

Attractive box artwork sets the 
tone. Inside the various components 
are contained in separate bags 
together with an excellent decal 
sheet and instructions. 

Instructions 

Four sides of A4 contained a 
reasonable eight-stage construction

sequence and a useful scale front 
elevation together with the usual 
history, parts diagram and painting 
notes. Paints are identified by FS 
numbers, which is fine, but 
manufacturers 1 paint numbers (in 
addition) would be more user friendly. 

As construction proceeded I 
began to notice a number of 
discrepancies between the kit, the 
instructions and the various bits of 
artwork, e.g. machine gun 
mountings are clearly shown on the 
box and in the painting diagrams, 
but are not supplied, the pilot's 
headrest seems to be optional and 



so on. Even no tailskid or hint 
thereof for the wheeled version! 
Nothing to get worked up about, 
but it does point to the need for 
good additional references for the 
modeller concerned with the 
greatest fidelity to the original. 

Construction 

The photographs say it all. This kit 
really isn't hard to build, but the 
various parts do need careful 
cleaning up and 'dressing using 
assorted techniques to ensure a good 
fit of the various assemblies. 
Constant trial fitting is a must to 



avoid disappointment and assure the 
quality of the finished product. The 
wheeled undercarriage spoils the 
lines of the machine and the 
apparent lack of the tail skid dictated 
that I finish the model as a pure 
flying boat. Similarly, though the 
'Darne'? machine guns were well 
cast, the omission of suitable mounts 
to attach them to the turret rings 
encouraged me to leave these off. 

Fuselage 

It seemed sensible not to fit the seats 
and control column until after the 
painting stage, thus avoiding bits 



falling off during construction of 
the fuselage and ensuing masking. 
So the flight deck and rear gunner's 
deck were located in the hull 
without these items, contrary to the 
suggested construction sequence. 

The quaint glass balcony cockpit 
detail is somewhat fiddly, but after a 
long sequence of trial fit and file a 
cockpit coaming/glazing /hull fit was 
achieved, which I could live with. 

Engine 

The resin and injection pieces are 
nicely produced, but it isn't clear at 
the outset that the middle row of

Oops No. I! This trial fit of the upper wing with the inboard wingstruts mounted to the centre 
section shows that the first pairs of engine struts were too long. They need to be cut to about 
1 3. 1 mm at the front and the rear struts adjusted to maintain the engine thrust line 
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Engine nacelle mounted on wing centre section after struts shortened and engine lowered in 
nacelle. Note that the engine N" struts DO NOT need modification. Cockpit coaming, gun rings 
and removable cooking foil masking over the exposed cylinder blocks in anticipation of painting. 



Oops No.2! The middle bank of engine cylinders should be flush with the top of the cowl

With the outer struts setting, the lower outer wing panels were attached to the centre section 
and coins used to lift the tip up so that the outer struts mounting points touch the foot of their 
respective struts. Liquid cement may then be applied to fix them in place 




Oops No3! The slightest misalignment of the centre section throws the wing cellule wildly 
out. A razor saw and scalpel were used to detach the centre section from the fuselage so 
that the upper wing could be fitted square. The outer wing struts have been glued to the 
upper wing and allowed to 'dangle* at this point. I suggest that it is better to build the wing 
cellule completely before attaching the centre section to the fuselage. It is mush easier than 
the route I first took!! 






Gravity then will ensure that the lower panels assume the correct dihedral. The squared paper 
assists alignment. During 19 and 20 it's essential to move at a measured pace allowing the 
glue/cement to go off, but not set rock hard before the assemblies are turned and/or adjusted 
otherwise they will just fall apart

Drops of 'Mask it Easy', a liquid, were used to mask the windows before spraying, but Maskol 
would do just as well A sharpened match stick is used to ensure that the mask runs up to the 
framing Here a scalpel is being used to gentry cut along the inside edges of the frames and lift out 
the paint covered mask. The eagle eyed will also see that a front engine strut has cracked! 
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cylinder heads should be flush wilh 
the top of the nacelle, which hugs 
the under surface of the upper wing. 

Mounting the engine on the lower 
wing centre section showed that 
struts number 39 & 40 were so long 
that the upper wing was held well 
above the inter plane struts. 

Test fitting and cutting indicated 
that 39 & 40 should be reduced to 

■ 

13.1mm and the rear struts 
modified if required to maintain the 
correct stance of the motor nacelle. 

Wings 

The photos show the essential 
thinning of the trailing edges of all 
wing panels before cementing upper 
and lower halves together. 

Fitting the lower wing centre 
section to the hull prior to 
completing the installation of the 
engine and the upper mainplane 
wing proved to be an error. If the 
centre section is a fraction out of 
alignment then it is very difficult to 
make a good job of the complete 
cellule. This became apparent when 
1 fitted the upper wing. 

To resolve the problem I had to 



cut the centre section (with the strut 
mounted engine and upper wing 
fitted) away from the hull. 

Thus I recommend that the wing 
cellule and engine are assembled as 
a complete unit before fitting to the 
fuselage. 

With the wing attached to the 
fuselage it was downhill all the way 
and the final finishing stage could 
commence. 

Finishing and Painting 

Markings for one Portuguese 'Marine 
Air Force* aircraft (No 40) and one 
French 'Escadrille du Donnaf aircraft 
based in Saigon, Indochina are 
included and I chose the latter. 

The decals provided do not 
include the rudder and stabiliser 
tricolours so I masked and sprayed 
these areas before attachment. 

The floats and all the remaining 
details were added except the 
generator prop, mooring cleat and 
tail struts, which were too fragile or 
would inhibit subsequent masking. 

The following paints were used 
for the main areas applied largely by 
a Badger 150 airbrush powered by a 



Shesto Xirey 1 0.7cfm compressor, 
which have given eight and twenty- 
three years excellent service 
respectively:

You will appreciate that these 
colours are representative rather 
than guaranteed accurate renditions 
of the original. 

Decals 

These are very acceptable taking 
well to the gloss Xtracolor finish 
without recourse to solvents and 
setting solutions. Register of the 
outer edge of the roundels could 
have been better hence: Decal 
Rating = 8/10. 



Accuracy 

The model conforms to the stated 
dimensions (span 14.5m length 
14.37m height 4,72m) admirably, 
but I have been unable to 
corroborate this data elsewhere. 

One can say without reservation 
that the kit makes up into a fine 
model. 

Conclusion 

It has been a genuine pleasure to 
*test fly* the construction of this kit. 
The completed article is excellent 
and if my experiences encourage 
and assist others to make a better 
job of a fine kit then that is jam on 
the cake. 

Azur's CAMS 37 is perhaps not 
for the tyro, but it isn't difficult 
either and can be recommended 
with little reservation to the average 
keen modeller of aerial carriages 
with real character. 

All hail to Azur for the kit and for 
providing the review sample.

Don t be afraid, please! I'm not going to describe the building process of a kit of the 
immortal creature from the American sci-fi movie of the same name. 
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History 

The 'red' Terminator had 
actually been used by 
Americans nearly 40 years 
before the above movie starring 
Arnold Schwarzenegger was 
produced. It was the nickname given 
to a heavy four-engined strategic 
bomber, built by Consolidated and 
officially called the B-32 Dominator. 
This machine was used at the end of 
WWII for just a few raids against 
Japanese targets. The most used 
aircraft operationally were three 
B-32-20-CF's (Serial Nos 42-108528, 
42- 108529 'The Lady is Fresh' and 
42-108532 4 Hobo Queen If). These 
machines were assigned to the 386th 
Bombardment Squadron, 312th 
Bombardment Group (Light) and 
operated from Clark Field and 
Floridablanca in the Philippines from 
May 29th to July 6th, 1945. During 
this period they undertook twelve 
bombing missions and dropped 134 



tons of bombs on enemy positions. 
On the 1 1th August 42-108528 and 
42-108532 moved to Yontan Air Base 
on Okinawa and in so doing joined 
another five B-32s that were already 
stationed there. After the atomic raids 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki the 
Dominators were used in the 
reconnaissance role. During a 
photo-reconnaissance sortie near 
Tokyo on the 17th August 'Hobo 
Queen IT and three other B-32s were 
attacked by ten Japanese fighters. The 
quartette defended themselves well 
and one Japanese fighter was shot 
down with another two claimed as 
probables. Furthermore, on the 18th 
August the 'Hobo Queen If and 
42-108578 shot down two Japanese 
aircraft over Tokyo and claimed two 
more as probables. 

The Dominator in Kit Form 

For modellers who are keen on 
having this 'dwarf in their l/72nd 



scale collection there are only two 
possibilities. Unless you can get hold 
of the unobtainable Contrail 
vac-formed kit, your best option is to 
go for the new Dominator kit offered 
by Aviation Usk. 

Inside their large box are 
vac-formed parts for the fuselage, 
stabiliser and engine nacelles. There 
are also two limited-run injection 
moulded plastic sprues with several 
smaller parts, such as the wheel wells 
doors and engines. The glazings are 
all vac-formed and there is also a 
small photo-etched fret included. 
This fret includes the radar masts, 
nice gun barrels and parts for the 
undercarriage legs. The decal sheet 
offers two options; 'The Lady is 
Fresh' and (of course) 'Hobo Queen 
IE It must be noted that the 'Hobo 
Queen lis* nose art is shown applied 
to both sides of the fuselage in the 
kits instructions, but it should in 
fact only be applied to the port side. 



This nose art comprises a 
black-outlined cloud on which a lady 
is sitting. However, when you try to 
place this image between the two 
small windows aft of the cockpit you 
will find that the cloud is larger than 
the distance between the windows 
and as a result one of them would be 
covered; cither the decal should be 
smaller or the distance between the 
windows is incorrect? The blue of the 
US national insignia is lighter than in 
reality and all four stars are the same 
size when the wing stars were 
actually smaller than the fuselage 
ones. It is therefore better to replace 
all of these markings from an 
aftermarket source. The kit decal 
sheet seemed quite poor and it is 
possible that it will break-up when 
put in water. The sheet does not offer 
any stencils or black warning stripes 
for the upper part of wings so all of 
these have to painted on or obtained 
from an aftermarket source.

Inside the instruction leaflet you 
will find a short history of the type, 
recommended references, side and 
front elevations in I /72nd scale and 
step-by-step drawings of how to 
construct the kit. I didn't see any 
form of *map for the photo-etched 
parts although there are numbers on 
the actual fret. The last page of the 
instructions offers a list of other kits 
available from Aviation Usk 
including their prices in US$. 
Aviation Usk is quite well known for 
its off-the-wall humour and odd 
comments made on their packaging. 
The Dominator kit is no exception, 
with a statement saying that in case 
of criticism they recommend that the 
complaint be handed over, in person, 
at their office in Ulanbatar! 

Construction 

Well, to work! At first, following the 
instructions, 1 made all the fuselage 
formers from plastic sheet and 



placed them into the fuselage as 
shown. Note that the placement of 
former No.II is drawn incorrectly in 
the instructions. It must be glued to 
the end of the cockpit floor (Kit Part 
#1). Now you can settle down and cut 
out and clean up all the remaining 
vac-formed parts. It is best to sand 
all the wing and fuselage halves with 
a fine grade of wetVdry, simply to 
avoid any 'nicks' that coarser sanding 
may create. During this stage you 
must also consider the surface of the 
components, as the the entire model 
will be finished in natural metal, and 
that hides NOTHING! Polishing all 
the components after the sanding 
process musl be undertaken. I would 
recommend that you remove the 
canopy, nose and rear gun turret 
glazings from the main fuselage, as 
this will ease all the necessary filling 
and sanding around the fuselage 
joints and thus reduce the likelihood 
of scratching these clear 



components. However, the 
instrument panel must be glued into 
the canopy at this stage, and all the 
inner'metaT structure of the canopy 
framing will need to be painted 
Interior Green. 

Assembly & Painting 

All the fuselage frames were located 
and glued into the port fuselage 
half. Before joining the fuselage 
halves together all the interior has 
to be painted Interior Green. A 
weight will also have to be added to 
the nose if you don't want to have a 
tail-sitter. The wings, horizontal 
and vertical stabilisers and engine 
nacelle halves are assembled next, 
the former containing additional 
spars (Kit Part #VI) for extra 
strength. As soon as the glue has 
fully cured I set about removing the 
plastic from the areas where the 
canopy and turrets will later be 
positioned. I also cut out the 



window apertures in the fuselage at 
this stage. To ensure the correct 
location and size for these windows 
I would recommend that you find a 
suitable set of accurate B-32 
drawings. These windows will later 
be glazed with Clearfix, once the 
model is painted. The AN/APQ-13 
radome is missing from this kit, so 
it will have to be built from scratch 
and located just aft of the 
nosewheel well. 

Next I turned my attention to the 
assembly of the turrets. The plastic 
gun barrels were replaced with 
photo-etched parts just so they 
looked better. I should point out that 
both nose and rear turret in the B-32 
were of Sperry 'ball' type but the 
ones in the kit don't accurate portray 
this - unfortunately. 

Now I moved on to one of the 
most difficult tasks, the attachment 
of the wings (complete with 
engines) and stabilisers to the 
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fuselage. The most important task 
with the wings is to ensure that you 
accurately cut out the holes in the 
leading edge of the wings to take the 
nacelles. If you cut them incorrectly 
you will be forced to use a lot of 
putty to hide the resulting gaps and 
do a lot of sanding that will destroy 
the panel lines. After I set the 
nacelles in position (regularly 
checking their alignment from the 
front and side) I glued the vertical 
stabilisers in position and turned my 
attention to the assembly of the 
wings and horizontal stabilisers to 
the fuselage. It is best however to 
join the nose and rear turrets' 
glazing to the fuselage at this siagc. 
Setting the large wing coircctly 
seems to be the biggest problem of 
the whole kit's assembly. When this 
assembly had dried completely a 
little filler was required to fill the 
resulting holes at the wing roots. 
The next day I started my 'favourite* 



task of repeatedly sanding and 
polishing the entire model! 

Once the above was completed to 
my satisfaction 1 turned my 
attention to the injection moulded 
parts. The undercarriage wheels 
were replaced with the True Detail 
set for the Boeing B-29 because the 
Dominator was equipped with the 
same wheels. Unfortunately the 
Wright R-3350 engines supplied in 
the kit are not at all realistic. The 
rear row of cylinders is missing and 
the front set seem to be very 
'skinny'. 1 could not find a suitable 
R-3350 engine set available on the 
market so I made a difficult decision 
and set about manufacturing 
replacement engines from scratch. I 
also decided to cut open the air 
scoops in the bottom of each engine 
nacelle. Each four-blade propeller 
unit has to be assembled, as the 
blades themselves are all supplied as 
separate items in this kit. Make sure 



they are aligned properly! 

When all of the above was 
completed the painting process could 
begin. For a natural metal finish I 
always use buffable Model Master 
paints but with the B-32 I decided to 
try Humbrol Metal Cote. This was 
applied as the main base coat and 
then I accentuated some panels with 
darker shades from the Model Master 
range. Once these colours were dry J 
lightly polishing them and then 
sprayed the entire model with Model 
Master varnish to seal the paint in 
preparation for the decals. Once the 
main decals were applied the wing 
walkways stencils and anti-glare panel 
forward of the canopy were also 
applied, finally, I added the rubber 
de-icing 'boots' to the fin leading 
edge by simply painting them in with 
Matt Black paint. Note that in photos 
of 'Hobo Queen IV the de-icing boots 
were not fitted to the wing leading 
edge nor horizontal stabiliser. 



Finishing 

Both upper turrets were installed 
into the fuselage as were the 
undercarriage legs with wheels and 
doors, exhausts and antennas. The 
model could be lightly weathered, 
but 1 opted not to do this. 

Conclusion 

It wasn't an easy building process, 
but it was worth the effort because 
there aren't many modellers who can 
have a B-32 model in their 
collection. I must admit that having 
made this kit 1 am a little concerned 
for my sanity, but I am already 
considering another vac-form for my 
next project!

History 

The BWF Company (later 
Messerschmitt A.G.) designed the 
Messerschmitt Bf 108 Taifun in 
1934. The original design was for a 
light tourist two-seater, developed 
for the German team taking part in 
the 1934 International Air Race 
Challenge. Even though the 
Challenge was not a great success 
for the Bf 108, as the best German 
pilot Theo Osterkamp only came in 
fifth, the RLM still ordered 
thirty- two Bf 108s. 

The production of the improved 
version, the Bf 108B, was set-up in 
November 1935. The B version was 
redesigned to be a four-seater with a 
new Argus As 1 0C engine. The 
Bf 108B was a very modern light 
aircraft with an all-metal airframe, 
retractable undercarriage, adjustable 
propeller, and with excellent flight 
characteristics. The Bf 108 took part 



in many air races and record flights 
and the first foreign pilot who tested 
the Bf 108 was Charles Lindberg. He 
said that it was one of the world's 
best aircraft in its class. 

The military version of the 
Taiftin was the Bf 108B-2 and was 
acquired by the Luftwaffe in 1939. It 
was widely employed during the 
war years by all operational 
Luftwaffe units as a light liaison 
aircraft. In 1941 the new version, 
the Bf 108D, replaced the B on the 
production line. An Argus As 10R 
engine powered the D version and 
included the new Argus 
automatically adjustable propeller 
and improved fuel assembly. 
Production was transferred to 
France in 1942, where 170 Bf 108D 
were completed before the 
liberation of France in 1944. French 
production continued after the war 
where another 1 15 aircraft under 



the name 'Nord 1000' were 
manufactured. 

In total 626 military Taifuns, 
versions B-2 and D-l, were 
produced except at least 180 civilian 
or export versions Bf I08B-0 and 
B-l. The Luftwaffe employed most 
of them, but many other air forces 
used this fine and popular aircraft. 
The Hungarian Air Force had eight 
Taifuns, both the Italians and 
Rumanians had three, the USSR 
bought two and Switzerland and 
Yugoslavia had twelve each. One 
aircraft was used in Chile, one or 
two in Japan and one was in 
Australia. The Bulgarian Air Force 
had six and at least one was in 
Spain. One Bf 108B-I, coded XC44, 
was operated by the US Embassy in 
Berlin. Two Bf 108B-Is were flown 
by the German Embassy in London 
but the RAF confiscated these two 
aircraft in 1939. After the war, one

Bf 108B-2 was flown in 
Czechoslovakia, two in Poland, one 
in Denmark and one in Sweden. 
Some 1 15 Bf l08Ds (Nord 1000) 
were used by the French Air Force 
and Navy until the late 1950 s. Many 
of the surviving Taifuns were flown 
a long time after the war, and some 
of them are still in airworthy 
condition today. 

The Kit 

Eduard, long the industry leader in 
WWI aircraft models is now firmly 
established as a major player in the 
WWII arena. Their latest venture is 
the Messerschmitt Bf 108 Taifiin 
(See Photo I ), which I believe is the 
very first time this subject has been 
offered in l/48th scale 
injection- moulded plastic format. 
You must give top marks to the 
marketing boys at Eduard, as they 
offer extremely attractive packaging 



and their ProfiPack options provide 
the modeller with everything 
required to turn out a top-notch 
contest winner with no extra 
expense. Some of the desirable 
features of the ProfiPack line are the 
photo-etched detail parts and the 
numerous decal options offered. In 
this case, four choices are provided: 
•1. German machine from JG IV 
•2. A cream and grey machine flown 

by the German Embassy in 

London 

•3. A Hungarian machine in mid- 
war colours 

•4. A Bf 108 assigned to a Croatian 
unit 

Photo 2 illustrates the nicely 
printed decal sheet, etched fret and 
printed instrument faces. 

This kit is a beauty, as can be 
attested to in photos 3 and 4 with 
89 parts on three sprues of 
olive-coloured plastic and two more 



crystal clear parts. While not 
mentioned in the instructions, the 
parts layout hints at future releases 
of the later D variant which 
incorporated features such as the 
external mass-balanced rudder and 
the Argus automatic adjustable 
propeller, with the vaned spinner. 
The kit features a nicely detailed 
29-piece engine/firewall assembly 
which will be quite visible through 
the large opening in the face of the 
cowl, so a little extra time spent on 
the detail painting will pay off big 
time when the model is finished. 

Construction 

This starts with what I found to be 
the most tedious part of the process, 
namely assembling the numerous 
photo-etched seat belts. While the 
process was not enjoyable, the 
results were very rewarding. In the 
past, a set of lap belts was composed 
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of two, or at best four pieces. With 
this kit, a set of lap belts consists of 
seven parts that once assembled and 
painted offer far more realism due 
to the greater relief. I am not sure if 
you have trouble painting etched 
belts and bending them to the 
correct shape to match the contours 
of the seat, but on the chance you 
do, then perhaps this will help. I 
first assemble and bend ALL my 
etched belts before I paint either the 
belts or the seats. Once the correct 
shape to the belts has been 
obtained, I lightly press them down 
onto some low-tack masking tape 
which has been fastened to a clothes 
peg (clothespin to those of us in the 
'Colonies*). The low-tack tape has 
just enough adhesive to hold them 
while they are airbrushed in a light 
buff colour. They are then dry- 
brushed with various shades of 
brown and the buckles are picked 
out in Metalizcr Steel. They will 
then stay on the tape until such time 
as they are needed for installation. 
Photo 5 illustrates this method. 
Note how all the belts have retained 
their shape and are ready to just 
drop in place. 

Once you start to assemble the 
main components of the cockpit, 
you pretty much have to decide on 
the scheme you wish to build. 
Schemes 1 , 3 and 4 all use the full 
complement of seats and a common 
centre console, whereas scheme 2 
replaces one half of the rear seat 
with optional fuel drums and uses a 
different centre console. The Eduard 
instructions suggest painting the 
entire cockpit RLM 02 except for 
the sidewalk which they say should 
be light grey. I was a little dubious 
of the light grey colour until I saw 
photos of a Taifun cockpit in the 
Monogram Close-up and noticed 
that the sidewalls do appear to be a 
much lighter colour than the 
remainder of the cockpit. So, with 



that being said, the majority of the 
interior was airbrushed with 
Xtracolor X20I, RLM Grau 02, 
followed by a dark wash mix of 
RLM 02, Winsor & Newton black oil 
paint and turpentine. Next straight 
RLM 02 was dry-brushed over the 
interior to soften the look of the 
wash followed by more dry- 
brushing of progressively lighter 
shades of RLM 02. 1 then mixed up 
a little RLM 02 and dark grey in my 
airbrush and sprayed a little on the 
floor areas to show signs of wear 
and dirt in the carpeted areas. 
Remember, the Bf 108 had a quite 
plush interior that looked more like 
a sports car than a military plane. 
The sidewalls were airbrushed with 
Xtracolor XI 33 Neutral Grey FS 
16270, given a dark wash and then 
finished off with various light grey 
dry-brushings. The seats were first 
airbrushed with Testors leather, 
given a dark wash mix of Winsor & 
Newton Burnt Sienna and 
turpentine, topped off by some dry- 
brushing of lightened Leather. In 




photos 6 and 7 you can see the well 
appointed interior. 

Fxluard supplies three instrument 
panels in the ProfiPack version. One 
is plastic with holes for the 
instrument faces, the second is 
plastic without holes for the 
instruments and the third, which is 
the one suggested for use is photo- 
etched, with instrument holes. The 
panel must mount to the front of 
the cockpit coaming and as I was 
worried about the unsightly joint 
that would show, I elected to use the 
first panel to achieve a stronger 
bond and be able to blend in the 
panel and coaming with Tamiya 
putty. After this was done, the 
coaming was airbrushed with 
Testors Black Chrome, while the 
instrument panel was airbrushed 
with Xtracolor X203 Schwartzgrau 
RLM 66. Then the dial bezels were 
detailed with Black Chrome. Note, 
that contrary to standard German 
practice, none of the instrument 
bezels arc finished in red or yellow. 
After a subtle light grey dry- 
brushing of the panel, the printed 
instrument dials was fastened to the 
rear and then each dial face was 
filled in with Humbrol Clearfix to 
represent the glass lenses. 1 then 
assembled all the various 
components that make up the 
cockpit tub and set them aside for 
installation later. The finished 
instrument panel in addition to the 
interior components are shown in 
photo 8. 

To complete the well detailed 
Argus engine, I first assembled the 
engine block, rear cover and front 
engine reduction cover and 
airbrushed the entire unit with 
Testors Mctalizer Steel, while the 
finned top cover of the engine was 
airbrushed gloss black and dry- 
brushed with a light grey. The lower 
half of each cylinder was finished 
gloss black, with the cooling fins 




picked out with a grey dry- 
brushing, while the other half of the 
cylinder was painted with Metalizer 
Steel and given an India Ink wash to 
accentuate the fins. The exhaust 
manifolds were first airbrushed with 
Humbrol Matt Bronze, followed by 
a light misting of Testors Mctalizer 
Burnt Iron. The firewall and engine 
mounts were finished in RLM 02, 
given a dark wash, dry-brushed with 
lightened 02 and finally sprayed 
with Testors Dullcoat. The 
completed engine assembly is shown 
in photo 9. Once installed in the 
fuselage, the bottom half of the 
engine is quite visible through the 
front cowl opening and the finned 
top cover can be seen by way of the 
small triangular opening on the top 
of the cowl. So, all this detail 
painting is well advised. 

It was at this stage I deviated 
from the kit instructions. There was 
nothing wrong with Kduard's 
suggested method, it is just that I 
had read how two respected 
modellers had encountered fit 
problems with the kit and resorted 
to radical scraping and sanding to 
get everything to fit. I thought there 
might be another way to obtain a 
good fit without all this extra effort. 
What I did was to glue together 
parts A 1 and B3 which are the left 
fuselage half and the upper half of 
the left wing. I repeated the same 
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process with the right side using 
parts A2 and B2. This method, 
which I have used on other models 
allows me to obtain perfect wing 
roots joints with no need for any 
additional body work on the seams. 
Once the wing tops have cured, I 
joined both fuselage halves and 
installed part A 19 which is the nose 
section of the engine cowl. At this 
stage, I have not installed the engine 
nor the cockpit assemblies. Next, I 
fastened the canopy to the fuselage, 
filled in the seams with 
cyanoacrylate glue and then sanded 
and polished the seams to obtain a 
smooth transition from canopy to 
fuselage. Photo 1 0 displays my 
rather unorthodox approach to 
assembling this kit. You will find 
one area of the canopy which 
appears to suffer from poor fit. 
Namely, the left rear at the top, as 
the clear part looks like it is too low 
for the surrounding area of the 
fuselage. In reality, it is quite correct 
as is, as this raised area of the 
fuselage is actually a door to some 
form of storage compartment. So, 
don't sand it flush with the canopy. 

I then set the cockpit tub in place 
in the fuselage, and offered up the 
bottom half of the wing to dry fit 
everything. It was at this point I 
encountered a fit problem, but it was 
nothing of the magnitude that others 
have complained about. The 
interference is confined to two small 
areas where the undercarriage well is 
raised on the inside of the lower wing 
half. A couple of minutes rounding 
off the inside edges of the wheel well 
eliminated all fit problems. In photo 
1 1 the two arrows point to the area 
where I removed a small amount of 
plastic which allowed the wing to fit 
tight with the bottom of the cockpit 
tub. I had no need to remove any 
plastic from the cockpit sidewalls as 
mentioned by others. Knowing that 
everything would fit, I went ahead 



and glued the engine assembly in 
place, fastened the cockpit tub and 
then installed the lower wing half. 
Photos 1 2 and 1 3 show the basic 
airframe fully assembled. Small 
scraps of strip styrene were needed to 
fill small gaps at the leading and 
trailing edges of both wing roots and 
are identified by black arrows. 
Nothing major, but worth 
mentioning is the fact that Eduard 
has not provided any wing tip 
navigation lights, but they are easy to 
replicate. Create a small depression in 
each wing tip and then drill a .010 
size hole. Take two short pieces of 
.010 plastic rod and round off the 
ends so they have the shape of a bulb. 
Paint one piece red and the other 
green as illustrated in photo 14 and 
then set-aside for installation later. I 
use Humbrol Crimson 20 and 
Xtracolor X320 Air Canada Teal 
Green, but any red and green that 
looks good to you will do. Once the 
model is finished, you simply slide 
the coloured rod into the holes in 
the wing tips until just the tip of the 
rod remains. 

The tailplanes and rudder were 
next to be installed and these items 



did not present any fit problems. The 
Bf 108 utilised support struts under 
the stabilisers, but a word of caution 
is in order here. Eduard has 
incorrectly shown the struts as being 
installed with the large fairing on the 
end of the strut fastening to the 
fuselage. Actually, the struts should be 
swapped from side to side and the 
large end of the strut should fasten to 
the underside of the tailplane. This is 
clearly documented in photographs 
found in the Monogram Close-up on 
the Tail tin. As I was finishing my 
Taifun as the Hungarian machine, I 
did not actually install the struts until 
after I painted all the tri-colour bands 
on the tail surfaces. 

Painting 

I was now at the painting stage and 
first up for me were the red, white 
and green tail bands. While Eduard 
provides excellent decals for these 
bands, I prefer the painted-on look. 
First 1 airbrushed Model Master 
Insignia White FS 17875 over the 
vertical fin and stabilisers and then 
using the kit decals for size, I 
masked off the white areas and 
airbrushed Xtracolor XI 03 Insignia 




Red FS 1 1 1 36 and finally a mix of 
Xtracolor X151 Willow Green ANA 
503 and Humbrol Emerald Green 
02. Next, all the coloured bands 
were masked off and I sprayed the 
yellow fuselage band using 
Xtracolor X2I3 Gelb RLM 04. 
Before I could actually apply the 
yellow fuselage band, I first had to 
scribe the panel line which runs 
longitudinally along the top and 
bottom of the fuselage. The Bf 108 
was constructed in the same manner 
as the 109, by way of individual 
pieces of aluminium which met at 
the top and bottom of the fuselage. 
To scribe the panel lines I first laid 
down a piece of Dymo labelling tape 
to act as a guide and after a couple 
of light passes with my Olfa 
P-cutter, the lines were completed. 

Photos I 5 and 1 6 show the 
painting and scribing steps. One of 
the nice features with Eduard kits is 
the provision of canopy masks, 
which if applied to flat surfaces work 
very well, but have a tendency to lift 
a little when they attempt to cover 
compound curved surfaces. Once 
you get the masks in place, do not 
wait too long to paint. Otherwise 
you will end up with paint sneaking 
under the lifting masks. 

As 1 am rather slow builder, 1 
opted to mask my canopy with a 
good quality masking tape, as can be 
seen in photo 17, in lieu of the 
Eduard masks. So, with all the clear 
parts covered, I sprayed some RLM 
02 over the canopy frames (See 
Photo 18). It was then time to apply 
some camouflage colours and it was 
here that I noticed what may be an 
error on the part of Eduard. I say 
may be an error, as I am not 100% 
certain in what colours this Taifun 
would have been repainted. Eduard 
quote the camo colours as RLM 74 
Graugrun and RLM 75 Grauviolctt 
over RLM 78 Hellblau. Now, I can 
agree on the 74/75 as it is definitely a

repaint based on the photograph in 
the Close-up, but I feel that the 
underside colour should be RLM 76 
Lichtblau. It is my understanding 
that RLM 78 was a tropical colour 
and would not likely be found on 
one of the Taifuns originally 
delivered to Hungary. 

So with that assumption in mind, 
I first airbrushed the undersides of 
the model with Xtracolor X208 
RLM 76. Once dry, I applied 
Xtracolor X206 RLM 74 and X207 
RLM 75 to the upper surface. Note 
how the demarcation line between 
the 74 and 75 is not hard edged, but 
instead has a slightly feathered edge 
to the colours, which is in keeping 
with the mid- to late-war greys. You 
will notice many modellers use a 
hard edge demarcation when 
painting a 74/75 camo pattern, but 
it is definitely wrong to do so (I 
would advise against the use of the 
term 'definitely' with anything 
Luftwaffe! - Ed). 

To achieve the slightly feathered 
edge to the 74/75 camoflage I used 
raised-edge masks made from pieces 
of index card and supported off the 
surface of the model with little 
rolled-up tubes of masking tape. 
Photos 20 and 21 help illustrate 
the painting steps and the use of the 
raised-edge masks. The mottling was 
an area which I was afraid to tackle. 
I have always been quite confident at 
painting British or US-style 
camouflage patterns, but mottled 
jobs scare the hell out of me. 

Fortunately, my modelling 
colleague lamie Leggo, who produces 
some of the finest Luftwaffe 
camoflage paint jobs I have seen, 
gave me some tips to follow towards 
a successful mottling job. Using his 
technique, 1 thinned my paint much 
more than my usual 50/50 ratio. It 
was actually more like one part paint 
to eight-ten parts lacquer thinner 
and then set the compressor to lOpsi. 



I applied light applications of RLM 
75 until I built up the opacity I was 
looking for, while at the same time 
keeping the appearance of the 
mottles very indistinct. 

With all the major painting steps 
completed, I removed the masking 
from the rear fuselage band and tail 
surfaces to check to see if any touch- 
ups were required, which thankfully 
none were, as can be seen in photos 
22 and 23. Next I applied X201 
RLM 02 to the landing gear struts, 
inside surfaces of the gear doors, 
wheel wells and tailwheel strut. On 
the subject of the tailwheel strut, I 
feel it is a tad too long. The length is 
correct if the model is to be 
displayed in an in-flight mode, but 
definitely too long when sitting on 
its wheels. There is no need to 
shorten the strut, as all you need do 
is enlarge the mounting hole slightly 
and insert the strut a little deeper 
into the bottom of the fuselage as 
indicated in photo 24. One of the 
really nice features of the ProfiPack 



version of the Bf 108 are the etched 
brake lines. These are little gems and 
really dress up the gear legs once 
installed. Next, all the parts finished 
in RLM 02 were given a dark wash 
and then dry-brushed with 
lightened 02. 

Decals 

It was now time for decals, which 
next to removing masking has to 
rank as one of the most enjoyable 
aspects of modelling. 1 was really 
looking forward to this step as it 
would be the first Hungarian model 
to grace the shelves in my display 
case. As I had painted the tail stripes, 
1 was left with only nine decals to 
apply. I don't know who prints 
Eduard's decals but they are superb, 
with perfect registration and excellent 
colour density. Companies like ICM 
and Airfix would do well to use the 
same printers as Eduard. The only 
thing about these particular decals 
which I did not like, was the way the 
white crosses of the national insignia 



were printed to the same dimensions 
as the surrounding black fields. This 
results in decals that have a fine white 
edge to the national insignias, 
regardless of how closely you trim the 
image. One other thing to watch is 
when placed in water, they release 
from the backing paper faster than 
any other decals I have used 
previously. However, unlike Eduard's 
earlier decals found in the Tempest 
kits, these decals do not immediately 
bond to the surface of the model and 
can be repositioned easily. Photo 2$ 
displays the model after all the decals 
had been applied. You will notice that 
Eduard provides a fuel filler decal for 
the top of the fuselage behind the 
canopy, but they did not scribe in the 
fuel filler hatch, which 1 therefore had 
to add prior to painting. 

Finishing Up 

Once the decals had dried, I mixed 
up a medium grey wash for the 
undersides, a dark grey wash for the 
upper surfaces and a black wash for 




the control surfaces and engine cowl 
panels. Some modellers like to use 
water-based washes, but for me, oils 
are the way to go. Using Winsor & 
Newton Titanium White and Ivory 
Black, which was mixed with a little 
Turpentine, the wash was applied to 
the panel lines with a 000 brush and 
allowed to flow using capillary action. 
1 do not subscribe to the slop it on 
and then wipe it off method as do 
many others. Why increase your work 
load, when a deft touch will 
accomplish the same result (cause 
some of us don't have a 'deft touch* 
that s why! - Ed). In photo 26 you 
can see how little clean-up is required 
with this approach. 1 airbrushed the 
wing walks using Xtracolor X203 
RLM 66, while the propeller was 
finished in X204 RLM 70. Once the 
wash has dried, subtle paint chipping 
was represented by way of a mix of 
Humbrol silver and Winsor & 
Newton Raw Umber oil paint. 

The model was then given a few 
coats of Testors Dullcoat to obtain 
the desired sheen. The trick with 
Dullcoat is to build it up in light 
coats until you end up with the 
reflectance you are looking for, as it 
will allow you finish your model in 
anything in between semi-gloss to 
dead flat. In the case of the Bf 108, 1 
was looking for a semi-gloss finish. 

Once all the canopy masks were 
removed, I applied some subtle 
weathering with the aid of chalk 
pastels. If you have never tried chalk 
pastels, you are missing out on an 
excellent opportunity to add life and 
realism to your model. They can be 
used in small amounts to add details 
such as exhaust staining, dirt and 
grime on wing walks and gun barrel 
stains, or you can go all out and fade 
the paint on large areas by scrubbing 
them into the surface of the wings 
and fuselage. These days, most 
modellers it seems are using the 
black paint pre-shading to produce 



variations in the final paint finish. 
While it works in some cases, I feel 
more comfortable with the pastel 
post-shading. It is more forgiving 
and easier to apply. The final item to 
be installed was an MV Products 
lens, which was applied to the front 
of the kit landing light after it had 
been hollowed out and can be seen 
in photo 27. Photos 28 and 29 
support my earlier comment that a 
little extra time spent painting the 
engine would pay off. The remaining 
photos are overall views of the 
completed model. 

Conclusion 

To sum up my impression of the 
model, I would have to say the kit 
was an absolute joy to build. While 
the Taifun has never been one of my 
favourite subjects, I am glad I have 
one in my display case. I really like 
how Eduard has provided the 
modeller with some interesting 
marking choices and the necessary 
detail parts and accessories to negate 
the need for any aftermarket items. 
Kudos to Eduard for bringing us 
long overdue subjects such as the 
Yak-3 and now the Bf 108. Is it worth 
the extra money to buy the ProfiPack 
version over the basic kit? I would 
have to say yes. There are a multitude 
of small details on the Bf 108 which 
are addressed with the photo-etch 
parts. They include, but are not 
limited to the rudder linkage, aileron 
and landing flap linkages, cockpit 
door handles and hand holds, 
landing gear position indicators and 
the aforementioned seat belts and 
brake lines. Some of these items are 
identified with arrows in the photos 
numbered 30 to 32.

This new title from Eagle Editions is sub-titled 
'The man and his machines' and that is exactly 
what this title is all about. Hans 'Assi' Hahn is a 
well known ace, who was awarded the Knight's 
Cross with Oak Leaves, captured in 1943 and not 
released from a Russian POYV camp until 1950! 
This title charts his career within the Luftwaffe 
and takes a detailed look at the aircraft that he 
flew from the start of WWII until his capture in 
1943. The title also includes information on 
friends and fellow pilots, with profiles of their 
aircraft. The text charts his early days, flight 
training and allocation to his first unit, 4./JG134. 
He soon climbed the promotion ladder, being 
made an Oberleutnant in February 1939 and 
moving on to Stab I./JG 3. By October 1939 he 
was a Staffelkapitan of 4./IG 2 and was awarded 
the Knights Cross on the 24th September 1940. 
There is also great play of the single crash Hahn 
had, when he crash landed in a bog north of 
Carentan on the 18th October 1940; this is 
known as the Bog Ghost incident and was later 
commemorated with a specially commissioned 
tile table! By early 1941 Hahn moved from the Bf 



109E to the Bf 109F and his use of this type is 
charted in chapter four. The fifth chapter is the 
manuscript of war correspondent Jochen 
Scheurmann, who wrote a newspaper feature on 
the Gruppe in late 1941 - pure propaganda, but 

good reading! Chapter six deals with the move 
from the Bf 109 to the early Fw I90A series by 
Hahn in early 1942, but this was short-lived, as in 
November 1942 Hannes Trautloft the commander 
of JG 54 asked Hahn to take command of 
II./JG54 at Rjelbitzy airfield, south of Leningrad. 
Hahn was promoted to Major on the 1st January 
1943, having shot down no fewer than seven 
Lavochkin La-5s, three in three minutes! While 
with the unit Hahn flew the Bf 109 again, 
although now the G-2 variant and he achieved his 
100th victory on the 27th January 1943. The end 
was near however and on the 21st February 1943, 
after combat with more La-5s, Hahn crash-landed 
and was captured by the Russians. The Russians 
claimed him shot down by Pavel Grazhdaninov, 
but in fact Hahn's aircraft overheated and he 
made a forced landing behind enemy lines. Hahn 
was to remain in Soviet hands until 1950, when 
he was released and returned to Germany. He 
worked in a number of jobs, and remarried in 
1971, however even his strength could not resist 
one foe that would defeat him, cancer, and he 
died of the disease on the 18th December 1982, 
aged 68. The remainder of this title is packed 



with personal photographs and mono and colour 
side profiles of each aircraft he flew. 

This is a stunning title, a 'must' for any 
Luftwaffe fan and one that will, I am sure, soon 
become a classic reference source.
